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St.  Jean  Baptiste* 

At  the  annual  meeting  it  was  voted  to  place  the  matter  of 
building  a new  highway  to  connect  with  the  St.  Jean  Baptiste 
Plat  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  to  report  at  some  future 
meeting.  Soon  after  the  meeting  we  commenced  an  investiga- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a location  that  would  be  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  Town  and  the  inhabitants  of  that  plat. 
A\re  secured  the  services  of  a practical  engineer  and  decided 
that  there  were  three  locations  that  were  practicable,  — the 
Bacon  street  plan  which  was  estimated  to  cost  about 
$10,000.00;  the  next  an  overhead  bridge  across  the  railroad 
estimated  to  cost  about  $7,500.00,  providing  that  an  amicable 
arrangement  could  be  made  with  the  railroad  company, — the 
other  the  Scott  street  plan  at  an  estimate  of  $5,000.00.  On 
July  20th  a special  meeting  was  called  upon  a petition  of  the 
inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  town  asking  for  an  appropria- 
tion to  build  the  Bacon  street  plan.  It  was  voted  that  the 
Selectmen  build  a highway  to  connect  with  the  St.  Jean  Bap- 
tiste Plat  and  to  draw  upon  the  Town  Treasurer  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  $5,000.00.  We  at  once  began  to  get  out  plans  for 
the  Scott  street  location  as  we  were  satisfied  this  was  the  only 
street  that  could  be  built  for  the  sum  given  us  by  the  Town, 
but  at  this  time  there  was  a great  deal  of  dissatisfaction  in 
regard  to  the  building  of  this  street  from  the  inhabitants  of 
that  Plat  who  entered  a protest  against  it  by  putting  into  our 
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hands  a petition  for  another  special  meeting  which  was  held 
September  29th,  asking  the  Town  to  rescind  its  vote  of  July 
20th,  which  was  rejected,  leaving  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the 
Selectmen.  Soon  after  this  meeting  we  received  a delegation 
from  that  part  of  the  Town  asking  us  to  defer  the  building  of 
Scott  street  for  a few  weeks  to  allow  them  to  get  estimates  for 
the  building  of  Bacon  street,  as  they  were  not  satisfied  with 
our  estimate.  We  granted  their  request  but  as  they  did  not 
bring  us  satisfactory  evidence  that  Bacon  street  could  be  built 
for  that  sum  we  began  to  make  preparation  to  ask  for  bids  to 
build  Scott  street,  and  received  another  petition  from  them 
asking  for  another  special  meeting  which  was  held  November 
1 0th,  with  the  same  result  as  before.  As  the  season  was  so  far 
advanced  at  this  time  we  did  not  think  it  practicable  to  com- 
mence work  this  season  and  we  would  suggest  that  the  Town 
decide  upon  one  of  these  locations  and  make  an  appropriation 
for  that  purpose. 


Steam  Road  Roller. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  Town  voted  to  purchase  a 
steam  roller  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  that 
purpose.  At  that  time  it  looked  to  a great  many  as  though  the 
Selectmen  were  handicapped  as  it  did  not  seem  possible  to  pur- 
chase a suitable  roller  for  that  amount,  but  owing  to  the 
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competition  and  rivalry  that  existed  at  that  time  between  the 
different  manufacturers,  we  were  able  to  keep  within  the 
appropriation.  After  carefully  looking  at  the  different  rollers 
and  seeing  them  in  operation  and  getting  the  opinions  of 
officials  of  different  cities  and  towns  using  steam  rollers,  we 
received  bids  to  furnish  the  Town  of  Attleborough  a roller  from 
the  Harrisburg  Machine  Co.,  the  Russel  Steam  Road  Roller 
Co.,  and  the  Buffalo  Pitts  Road  Roller  Co.  After  opening- 
bids  we  decided  to  purchase  a 12  ton  Harrisburg  Roller  ( they 
being  the  lowest  bidder),  for  the  sum  of  $2,450.00,  and  we 
believe  that  the  Town  has  one  of  the  best  rollers  made,  with  a 
saving  of  several  hundred  dollars.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

After  a thorough  and  careful  inspection  of  the  roads  and 
their  needs,  it  has  seemed  advisable  to  make  four  divisions  in 
place  of  the  three  heretofore  existing ; and  to  place  in  each  a 
competent  man  who  would  be  responsible  for  the  work  there 
performed. 

After  due  consideration  the  following  superintendents 
were  appointed  to  have  charge  of  the  different  highway  divi- 
sions : 

In  the  southern,  Hugh  A.  Smith  of  Hebronville,  with 
seventeen  miles  of  road. 

In  the  western,  Walter  L.  Manchester  of  West  street,  with 
ten  miles  of  road. 
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In  the  southwestern,  George  W.  Allen  of  South  Attleboro, 
with  thirteen  miles  of  road. 

In  the  northern,  Charles  S.  Cummings,  whose  district  em- 
braced twenty-six  miles  of  road  and  the  nine  miles  of  streets 
in  the  centre  of  the  village. 

Lawrence  Flanagan  has  had  charge  of  the  street  cleaning 
department. 

The  department  has  had  the  use  of  the  two  horses  of  the 
fire  department.  The  latter  department  provided  h’ay,  grain, 
shoeing,  and  such  maintenance,  while  the  highway  department 
assumed  the  care  of  the  horses.  One  was  used  each  morning, 
the  other  in  the  afternoon.  The  horses  were  always  kept 
within  a half  mile  limit  from  the  fire  headquarters.  The  de- 
partment’s work  comprised  the  cleaning  of  gutters,  such  patch- 
ing of  streets  as  were  needed,  and  the  ashing  and  repair  of 
sidewalks  as  far  as  possible.  Two  men  were  permanently  in 
the  employ  of  this  department,  but  later  it  became  necessary 
to  add  two  others.  A part  of  the  time,  therefore,  four  were 
engaged  in  this  work. 

The  itemized  report  shows  something  of  what  has  been 
done,  but  an  idea  of  the  work  of  each  superintendent  is  in 

order. 

In  the  south  district  Superintendent  Smith  has  done  ex- 
cellent work  on  four  important  roads,  South  Main  Street, 
Taunton  Avenue,  Read  Street,  and  County  Street.  The 
nature  of  the  improvements  was  to  plough  up  the  old  roadbed, 
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scrape  it  well,  and  redress  the  surface  with  fresh  gravel. 
This  was  the  work  on  Read  Street.  On  South  Main  Street  an 
accumulation  was  removed  from  the  gutters  aud  the  surface 
was  repaired  as  in  the  other  streets,  and  over  1,200  loads  of 
the  surface  gravel  used  in  this  job  were  contributed  by  the 
Hebron  Manufacturing  Co.  without  charge.  A small  but 
efficient  work  was  done  on  Thurber  Avenue  of  the  kind  out- 
lined. On  Taunton  Avenue  a large  job  was  thus  accomplished. 
On  County  Street  much  was  done  in  this  way,  and  the  roads 
were  put  in  good  condition  from  County  Street  to  South  Attle- 
boro. This  district  is  marked  by  having  in  it  several  banks  of 
fine  road  material,  a point  in  which  the  town  generally  is  a 
little  weak.  Its  notable  gravel  banks  are  those  in  Dodgeville, 
Hebronville,  and  on  Taunton  Avenue. 

Work  in  the  western  division  under  Mr.  Manchester  was 
hampered  by  the  scarcity  of  good  road  material  at  hand.  On 
North  avenue  the  plough  and  scraper  were  used  and  a new  gravel 
surface  put  on  from  Daggett’s  Corner  to  the  Newcomb  place. 
A section  of  West  Street  between  Brady's  Corner  and 
Daggett’s  Corner  was  repaired  by  opening  the  gutters  and  re- 
surfacing the  street.  On  West  Street,  between  the  pumping 
station  and  the  Farmer’s  Village,  several  sections  wrere  put  in 
order,  including  Ide’s  Hill.  Iu  this  section  Mr.  Manchester 
accomplished  much  in  the  economical  way  possible  when  the 
plough  and  scraper  are  the  principal  things  used.  Wherever 
the  surface  was  regraveled  quite  a share  of  gravel  was  taken 
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from  beside  the  road.  Mr.  Manchester  contributed  some  from 
his  own  land,  and  some  had  to  be  purchased. 

Jn  the  southwest  division,  that  of  Superintendent  Allen, 
the  lack  of  material  is  felt  more  than  in  any  other.  The  super- 
intendent  found  the  roads  in  very  bad  shape,  the  hills  being* 
notably  bad.  The  important  work  done  was  on  the  Birch  Hilt 
road,  Brown  Street,  the  Valley  road,  and  the  Lanesville  road, 
't  he  work  accomplished  is  commendable,  the  plough  and 
scraper  has  been  almost  altogether  used,  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  material  was  taken  from  beside  the  road.  In  the  Attle- 
borough City  section  400  loads  of  earth  were  moved  in  open- 
ing the  gutters,  and  a new  gravel  surface  was  put  on  the  road. 
This  gravel  was  principally  taken  from  the  bank  beside  the 
pond,  so  there  was  no  expense  in  getting  it.  In  this  district 
another  good  work  was  the  complete  or  partial  relaying  of 
three  culverts. 

In  speaking  of  the  north  division  work  of  Superintendent 
Cummings  one  could  enumerate  nearly  all  the  streets  as  scenes 
of  more  or  Jess  work.  In  this  division  alone  the  work  is  con- 
tinuous. In  the  others  it  is  done  largely  in  spring,  but  with 
permanent  men  and  wagons  it  is  carried  through  the  entire 
year  in  this  section.  Among  the  first  large  pieces  of  work 
done  in  early  spring  was  a thorough  trimming  of  the  brush 
beside  all  the  roads  to  the  east  and  north  of  the  centre.  On 
Park  Street  three  knolls  were  leveled  and,  with  Bishop  Street, 
new  gravel  was  put  on  from  the  Solomon  bank  at  no  expense 
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for  the  material.  A large  task  was  accomplished  in  repairing 
the  hill  section ' of  Mnggville.  Early  in  the  year 'over  700 
loads  of  good  material  were  placed  on  Bank  Street  in  the  sec- 
tion running  through  the  swamp.  North  Main  Street,  from 
Blaekinton’s  Bridge  to  Brady’s  Corner,  received  an  excellent 
surface  dressing  from  the  light  station  bank.  On  South  Main 
Street,  below  the  juncture  of  Maple,  the  gutters  were  opened 
and  much  refuse  removed,  and  over  1,500  loads  of  gravel  put 
on.  Much  work  and  gravel  was  administered  on  Third  and 
Mechanic  Streets,  much  of  the  material  being  secured  while 
cutting  through  Fourth  Street,  hence  being  free  to  the  depart- 
ment. From  Orange  Street  a lot  of  waste  was  removed,  and 
the  street  was  graded.  Fine,  Parker,  and  East  Streets  wrere 
treated  in  the  same  manner,  a part  of  the  new  material  being 
contributed  by  Messrs.  Alonzo  N.  Brownell  and  Everett  S. 
Horton  without  charge.  Linsey  Street  was  largely  improved. 
As  the  itemized  account  which  follows  will  show,  work  was 
done  on  nearly  every  street  in  the  village  proper.  South  Main 
Street,  between  Park  and  Mill,  was  much  improved  at  what  we 
consider  a light  expense,  while  the  old  material  taken  from  its 
surface  was  used  to  good  advantage  on  Park  Avenue.  South 
Main  recebred  a fine  serviceable  coating  of  cracked  stone.  4Ve 
recommend  this  treatment  for  all  streets  in  the  immediate 
centre  hereafter,  as  we  believe  streets  so  constructed  are  equal 
to  those  which  received  more  expensive  treatment  with  little 
added  serviceability. 
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In  the  past  street  superintendents  have  been  accustomed 
to  dump  all  stones  in  swamp  holes  and  similar  places.  A 
change  of  policy,  which  may  well  be  permanent,  has  now  been 
introduced.  The  division  superintendents  have  been  instructed 
to  save  'whatever  stone  they  meet  in  opening  banks  within  a 
mile  of  the  crusher.  In  the  winter  months  the  pay  of  teams 
and  men  continues,  but  there  is  little  for  them  to  do.  This 
year  they  have  been  employed  in  drawing  the  stone  thus 
collected  to  the  crusher  yard.  In  this  way  many  tons  have 
been  secured  at  a nominal  cost  for  transportation. 

We  have  two  features  in  the  highway  work  on  which  the 
town  may  receive  congratulations.  The  department  has  pur- 
chased at  a price  too  low  to  have  been  possibly  anticipated-  a 
first  class  and  thoroughly  up  to  date  steam  road  roller.  It 
comes  with  a three-year  guarantee  for  repairs,* and,  in  the 
opinion  of  men  able  to  judge,  is  completely  satisfactory . It  is 
suitable  for  accomplishing  all  the  work  likely  to  be  needed  from 
it.  The  second  cause  of  town  joy  is  the  disposal  of  Attlebo- 
i;ough’s  white  elephant,  the  littie  horse  power  roller.  For  this 
$400  in  cash  was  received,  though  the  purchaser  declared  it 
“ not  worth  a ten  cent  piece.”  The  money  proved  very  use- 
ful when  applied  to  highway  construction  work. 

The  property  of  the  highway  department  consists  of  one 
twelve-ton  steam  roller,  stone  crusher,  engine  and  equipment, 
including  a Fairbanks  scale,  5 tip  carts,  12  snow  ploughs,  2 
road  machines  or  scrapers,  3 water  carts,  1 sewer  wagon,  3 
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horses,  3 single  and  one  set  of  double  harnesses,  1 stnb  and  2 
side  ploughs,  together  with  a large  assortment  of  small  tools 
such  as  picks,  shovels,  rakes,  hoes,  axes,  etc.  The  above, 
wear  and  tear  considered,  are  in  good  serviceable  condition, 
and  little  will  need  to  be  purchased  in  1<S00  except  a few 
small  tools. 

The  department  has  also,  located  on  the  old  “lock-up 
lot,”  a small  barn  and  sheds.  These  will  have  to  be  moved, 
as  the  lot  will  undoubtedly  be  sold.  We  recommend  that  they 
be  removed  to  the  crusher  yard,  and  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  to  carry  this  into  effect. 

Outside  of  the  streets  in  the  village  centre  the  highways 
are  in  a condition  better  than  in  many  years  past,  and  the 
direct  result  of  this  condition  is  that  for  the  next  two  or  three 
years  much  more  attention  can  be  applied  within  the  village. 

Thanks  are  due  to  all  who  contributed  from  their  land 
valuable  road  material,  and  to  all  others  who  showed  favors  to 
this  department  in  the  past  year.

The  construction  of  this  drain  has  been  continued  the  past 
year  from  the  point  where  work  was  stopped  last  year  north 
through  the  land  of  the  1).  E.  Holman  estate  to  a point  fifty 
feet  above  the  north  side  of  Emory  Street,  a distance  of 
253  feet.  The  drain  has  been  constructed  in  a good  substan- 
tial manner,  walled  on  both  sides  with  large  stone,  with  the 
outside  of  walls  cemented.  The-  bottom  of  drain  has  been 
paved.  A good  substantial  hard  pine  bridge  has  been  built  at 
Emory  Street.  The  fence  has  been  continued  to  the  bridge.  The 
entire  length  of  the  drain  has  been  cleaned  out,  two  men  hav- 
ing been  employed  on  this  work  for  some  six  weeks,  and  a 
large  amount  of  sand,  gravel,  mud  and  refuse  matter,  the 
accumulation  of  years,  removed,  more  than  250  loads  of  sand 
and  gravel  having  been  taken  ont  of  the  upper  part  of  the 
drain  alone.

STREET  SPRINKLING. 


In  order  to  properly  sprinkle  the  village  streets  it  would 
require  the  employment  of  all  three  of  the  town’s  carts.  The 
district  is  so  large  that  two  cannot  do  it  satisfactorily,  and  we 
doubt  if  three  would  during  a drought.  Our  predecessor  con- 
tracted with  George  II.  Snell  for  rebuilding  and  repairing  all 
three  of  the  carts,  so  out  of  the  $1,600  appropriation  one 
of  the  first  levies  was  over  $400  for  Mr.  Snell’s  work.  The 
repair  bill  has  been  therefore  in  the  neighborhood  of  $480, 
making  it  possible  to  have  only  two  carts  in  use.  This  has 
been  a cause  of  some  dissatisfaction,  but  the  best  was  done 
with  the  means  at  hand  for  the  work.  In  future  the  taxpayers 
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will  receive  satisfaction  only  from  such  a service  as  an  in- 
creased appropriation  will  make  possible  with  the  use  of  three 
carts.

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Eire  Department  herewith 
submit  their  annual  report  of  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1808. 


FORCE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  department  consists  of  a Chief  Engineer,  two  Assist- 
ant Engineers,  twenty-four  regular  and  six  substitute  hose- 
men,  twelve  regular  and  four  substitute  hook  and  ladder  men, 
and  five  fire  police,  all  located  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

A volunteer  hose  company  at  Farmers  Village,  a volun- 
teer double  company  (hook  and  ladder  and  hose)  at  South 
Attleboro  and  a volunteer  hose  company  at  Hebronville.

We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  this  Town  should 
have  the  protection  of  a building  law,  and  we  would  recom- 
mend that  the  proper  steps  be  taken  to  obtain  one.

Upon  receipt  by  the  town  of  the  deed  from  the  Hebron 
Mfg.  Co.  (as  per  their  generous  offer),  of  the  lot  of  land  in 
rear  of  and  adjoining  the  School  House  land,  your  committee 
selected  the  corner  at  the  junction  of  South  Main  and  Webber 
Streets  as  the  best  location  for  the  house,  and  immediately 
sent  out  solicitations  for  bids  for  the  construction  of  same 
under  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  Karl  Hyde.  E.

A number  of  bids  were  received,  and  your  committee 
awarded  the  contract  for  the  house  to  Herbert  E.  White  & Co., 
for  the  sum  of  ($1,237.00)  twelve  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
dollars.  The  contract  for  the  retaining  wall  was  awarded  to 
Claude  S.  Bowers  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-one 
and  75-100  dollars  ($161.75). 

The  contract  for  the  grading  was  awarded  Hugh  A.  Smith 
for  the  sum  of  seventy  and  75-100  dollars  ($70.75). 

The  work' was  completed  in  December,  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  immediately  placed  a hose 
reel  with  600  feet  of  hose  and  other  equipments  in  charge  of  a 
regular  organized  company  in  the  house. 

The  house  which  is  34x24  contains  on  the  ground  floor 
the  Apparatus  room  opening  out  so  as  to  make  an  easy  run 
either  by  the  way  of  South  Main  or  Webber  Streets. 

In  the  rear  of  Apparatus  room  is  the  Company  room 
where  the  men  can  hold  their  meetings  and  a tower  for  drying 
hose  fifty  (50)  feet  high  surmounted  by  a beautiful  finial  the 
gift  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  of  Ilebronville. 

The  basement  contains  a room  as  large  as  the  upper  floor 
s well  lighted,  easy  of  access,  and  at  very  little  expense  can  be 
finished  off  to  be  used  for  such  purpose  as  the  Town  may  de- 
cide. 

In  carrying  on  this  work  your  committee  were  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Highway  and  School  Departments  enabled  to 
straighten  and  improve  their  different  properties  in  that  section 
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and  wt  must  congratulate  the  inhabitants  of  the  village,  not 
only  for  the  ample  lire  protection  they  now  enjoy,  but  also  for 
the  improvements  so  long  needed.

The  - >v<  : *•  of  the  Poor  are  impressed  with  the  impera- 
tive necessity  of  immediate  needed  improvement  at  the  Town 
Farm-  The  dwelling  house  is  old  and  is  in  need  of  very  ex- 
tensive repairs,  the  out- buildings  are  comparatively  all  gone, 
so  much  so  if  they  are  to  be  replaced  they  should  be  with  new 
buildings.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no  provision  made  for 
heating  the  sleeping  rooms  of  the  inmates,  and  as  the  in- 
mates are  all  old  and  feeble  it  is  very  uncomfortable  for  them 
to  spend  the  nights  in  such  cold  rooms.  The  State  Board 
of  Almhouse  Inspectors  are  very  emphatic  in  their  condemna- 
tion of  quarters  furnished  by  the  Town  of  Attleboro  for  the 
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poor  and  insist  that  something  shall  be  done  in  the  line  of  im- 
provements at  once.  Neither  sanitary  or  bathing  arrange- 
ments are  now  provided. 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of 
Inspectors  it  will  involve  t he  expenditure  of  quite  a large  sum 
of  money,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a large  part  of  the  farm 
land  is  poor  and  all  the  buildings  with  the  exception  of  the  barn 
are  very  old,  and  the  place  not  easy  of  access,  we  do  not  think 
it  advisable  to  recommend  that  the  Town  expend  much  money 
in  improvements  on  this  place,  but  are  inclined  to  believe  that 
it  might  be  advisable  to  dispose  of  the  present  Town  Farm  and 
secure  one  if  possible  more  suitable  for  the  purpose  and  nearer 
the  center,  and  equip  the  same  with  modern  improvements, 
and  we  would  recommend  that  a committee  of  five  be  appointed 
at  the  annual  meeting  to  take  this  whole  matter  under  advise- 
ment and  determine  what  will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town  to  do  in  this  matter,  and  report  their  findings  and  rec- 
ommendations at  an  adjourned  meeting.

The  scales  complained  of  were  allowed  through  the  care- 
lessness of  the  employer  to  get  out  of  balance.  hen  balanced 
properly  were  found  to  weigh  correctly.

The  annexed  admirable  report  of  the  Librarian  furnishe 
such  information  as  to  the  details  of  the  working  of  tin*  library 
as  was  formerly  given  by  the  Trustees,  and  renders  a report 
from  us  on  these  matters  unnecessary.  We  trust  that  it  will 
receive  the  careful  attention  of  the  citizens  that  they  may  fully 
appreciate  the  good  work  that  the  library  has  done  during  the 
past  year. 

We  call  especial  attention  to  that  part  of  her  report  wherein 
she  speaks  of  the  urgent  need  of  a room  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  general  delivery  room  for  the  use  of  students  and 
others  who  desire  to  consult  and  use  the  books  of  reference 
that  cannot  be  removed  from  the  library.  It  seems  to  us  that 
this  class  of  patrons,  growing  yearly  more  numerous,  is  entitled 
to  receive  just  as  much  consideration  as  those  who  visit  the 
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library  simply  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  exchange  of  books  ; 
and  that  they  should  be  provided  with  equal  and  as  convenient 
accommodations. 

We  earnestly  ask  the  town  to  consider  this  question  of 
providing  larger  and  better  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  patrons  of 
the  library. 

During  the  year  the  trustees  lost  a faithful  and  ethcient 
member  in  consequence  of  the  removal  from  town  of  Miss 
Helen  W.  Metcalf,  and  at  a joint  session  with  the  Hoard  of 
Selectmen  Mrs.  Trene  T.  Hill  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Free 
Public  Library: 


ANN l' A L KKPOUT. 
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While  we  have  uo  radical  changes  to  report  this  year  the 
work  of  the  library  has  gone  steadily  on.  The  increased  use 
of  the  room  by  students,  teachers,  and  club  members  show 
that  the  influence  of  the  library  is  quietly  but  surely  making 
itself  felt.  The  unusual  heat  of  the  summer  reduced  the  cir- 
culation somewhat,  but  with  the  beginning  of  fall  a new 
impetus  seemed  to  be  given  to  the  reading  public,  and  the  cir- 
culation of  November  and  December  exceeded  that  of  the 
corresponding  mouths  in  the  preceding  year. 

We  have  been  able  this  year  to  add  a larger  number  of 
new  , books  than  usual,  and  some  very  valuable  additions  have 
been  made.  The  most  important  addition  to  the  reference 
department  was  a set  of  *•  Warner's  Library  of  the  World’s 
lost  Literature,”  and  Lippincott’s  Gazetteer  and  Biographical 
Dictionary. 

In  buying  books  for  circulation  we  have  supplied  as  far  as 
possible  the  needs  of  all  classes.  The  interest  of  some  of  the 
clubs  in  American  History,  brought  to  light  the  fact  that  that 
was  one  of  our  weak  points  and  we  at  once  set  to  work  to 
strengthen  it.  We  have  added  Parkman’s  Histories,  Tyler’s 
Literary  History  of  the  Revolution.  Chanuing’s  History  of  the 
Lnited  States,  Romance  of  Discovery.  Romance  of  Coloniza- 
tion and  many  others. 

Also  many  books  of  current  interest  have  been  added, 
such  as  books  on  Hawaii,  Cuba  and  the  late  war  with  Spain, 
Historv  of  our  Xavv.  etc. 
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'This  work  with  clubs  and  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools 
is  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  library  as  it  shows  us  where  we 
are  lacking  in  material. 

The  reading  tables  continue  to  be  well  patronized.  Every 
day  the  need  of  a reference  and  reading  room  apart  from  the 
delivery  room  becomes  more  apparent.  Although  the  room  is 
kept  as  quiet  and  orderly  as  possible,  the  readers  cannot  but 
be  disturbed  by  the  constant  passing  in  and  out,  and  often  one 
has  to  rise  and  move  his  chair  to  allow  another  to  pass  to  the 
back  part  of  the  room. 

'Fhe  children’s  table  is  too  small  to  accomodate  them,  and 
they  wander  over  to  the  other  tables;  and  as  we  cannot  expect 
the  child  to  be  as  quiet  over  his  book  as  a grown  person,  the 
elders  are  often  disturbed.  We  are  confident  that  the  refer- 
ence books  would  be  used  much  more  if  it  were  possible  to 
provide  a quiet  corner  for  them. 

In  duly  your  librarian  attended  the  conference  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  held  at  Lakewood  on  Lake 
( hatauqua.  It  was  an  ideal  spot  for  a conference,  and  the 
number  of  members  registered  exceeded  five  hundred.  The 
sessions  were  exceedingly  interesting  and  helpful.  Many  of 
the  subjects  discussed  concerned  the  practical  work  of  thq 
library,  and  many  were  the  helpful  suggestions  treasured  up 
and  carried  away  to  be  applied  to  our  own  work.  Only  one 
who  has  attended  these  meetings  can  realize  the  value  and  im- 
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portauce  that  they  are  to  any  librarian  who  wishes  to  do  good 
work  and  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  of  other  libraries. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  former  years  to  ask  the  ques- 
tion 44  IIow  many  of  the  librarians  were  sent  by  the  library?” 
This  year  the  question  was  44  If  there  were  any  who  were  not 
sent  by  the  library,”  and  the  number  who  rose  in  response  to 
tliis  question  was  very  small. 

One  question  that  was  specially  interesting  to  us  was  tha^ 
of  inter-library  loans.  We  learned  that  the  larger  libraries 
were  willing  to  loan  to  the  smaller  ones  books  that  are  needed 
for  study,  and  which  the  small  library  cannot  furnish.  We  at 
once  put  our  knowledge  into  practice,  and  our  thanks  are  due 
to  the  Boston  Public  Library,  and  especially  to  the  Pawtucket 
Public  Library,  for  furnishing  some  of  our  students  with  ma- 
terial they  could  not  otherwise  have  obtained. 

The  librarian  has  visited  during  the  year  the  libraries  at 
Jamestown,  Ilolyoke  aud  Springfield,  and  carefully  studied 
their  methods  of  work. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the  44  open  shelf  system,”  is 
steadily  growing  in  favor.  It  is  now  almost  universally  ap- 
proved by  librarians,  even  where  the  arrangement  of  their 
library  will  not  allow  of  its  adoption. 

It  is  now  customary  in  most  libraries  to  open  the  reading- 
room  on  Sunday.  As  there  seemed  to  be  a desire  that  we 
should  follow  the  example  of  others  in  this  respect,  we  opened

our  reading-room  in  January.  The  attendance,  though  steady, 
lias  been  small,  and  has  not  increased  as  we  hoped  it  might. 
The  room  was  open  3G  Sundays,  with  a total  attendance  of 
004,  and  an  average  of  27. 

The  number  of  books  circulated  in  each  class  is  as  follows  : 
Unbound  periodicals,  266;  philosophy,  34;  religion,  144; 
sociology,  130;  language,  6;  science,  436;  useful  arts,  106; 
fine  arts,  115;  literature,  534;  history,  550;  travels,  710; 
biography,  591;  fiction,  26,641.  Total,  27,277.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  next  to  fiction  the  most  popular  classes  are  travels, 
biography  and  history  in  the  order  named.  Number  of  books 
issued  on  school  cards,  6,821.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
Of  the  Board  of  Health. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Hoard  of  Health  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

It’s  duties  are  many  and  varied,  but  the  average  citizen 
does  not  come  in  contact  with  it,  unless  a case  of  contagious 
disease  occurs  in  his  family,  or  he  discovers  a public  nuisance 
existing  in  his  neighborhood.  In  the  former  instance,  he  is 
apparently  oblivious  of  the  law  that  he,  as  an  householder,  is 
requited  to  report  its  occurrence;  when  the  case  is  treated  by 
a physician,  the  doctor  reports  it  promptly,  but  if  no  physician 
is  called  because  of  the  mildness  of  the  attack,  the  case  does 
not  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  of  Health  nor  School 
Committee,  and  lienee  many  children  are  exposed  to  the  danger 
of  contagion.  We  feel  confident  that  just  this  state  of  affairs 
existed  last  winter  at  Briggs  Corner,  but  the  information  came 
to  the  Board  too  late  for  it  to  adopt  measures  to  prevent  con- 
tagion. The  law  is  just  as  explicit  in  requiring  householders 
to  report  cases  of  contagious  diseases  existing  in  their  families, 
as  it  is  for  physicians,  and  the  same  penalties  apply. ' 

If,  however,  a nuisance  exists  in  his  locality,  the  average 
citizen  does  not  rest  until  the  Board  of  Health  has  been  in- 
formed and  full  particulars  are  furnished,  generally  with  some 
considerable  exaggeration.  We  have  received  t he  average  num- 
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ber  of  complaints  during  the  past  year,  and  no  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  abating  all  nuisances  thus  brought  to  our 
attention. 

Many  houses  in  the  center  of  the  Town  are  still  not  con- 
nected with  the  public  sewer,  and  until  a new  system  of  sewer- 
age is  adopted,  must  so  remain.  This  necessitates  frequent 
emptying  of  cess-pools  and  vaults,  and  the  carts  thus  employed 
pass  through,  our  streets  often  sending  forth  vile  odors  and 
frequently  leaving  portions  of  their  contents  along  the  highway. 
It  is  our  intention  this  spring,  if  legal  authority  for  so  doing 
can  be  found,  to  license  parties  to  do  this  work,  and  to  issue  a 
license  only  to  those  who  own  a perfectly  adapted  and  tight 
cart,  and  who  agree  to  keep  it  in  a clean  and  wholesome  condi- 
tion ; a revoking  of  the  license  to  follow  a violation  of  these 
conditions. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Town  made  an  appropria- 
tion for  an  inspector  of  plumbiug  at  our  request,  but  the 
appropriation  being  inadequate  in  our  opinion  to  provide  suita- 
ble service,  and  as  the  conditions  under  which  it  was  made  would 
render  full  and  complete  inspection  impossible,  no  appoint- 
ment to  till  the  office  was  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  OF  MILK,  PROVISIONS  AND  CATTLE. 

At  the  close,  of  my  second  year  as  milk  inspector,  I am 
pleased  at  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  ’milk  business  in 
Attleboro.  There  lias  been  a good  deal  of  difficulty  in  getting 
all  persons  who  deal  in  milk  to  take  out  the  required  license, 
not  that  they  wished  to  break  the  law,  but  more  from  negli- 
gence and  the  small  fee  required.  I feel  that  the  license  should 
at  least  cost  one  dollar,' as  the  present  fee  is  hardly  sufficient, 
to  pay  the  expense  of  advertising  the  notice  as  the  law  requires. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  twenty-seven  (27)  licenses 
issued  to  dealers  in  milk,  aggregating  $15.50.  Some  dealers 
escaped  paying  a milk  license  by  being  provided  with  a 
soldier’s  license  to  peddle. 

Many  examinations  of  samples  of  milk  have  been  mad* 
at  the  request  of  individuals  to  ascertain  the  per  cent,  of 
butter  fat.  A single  specimen  obtained  from  a milk  man,  was 
brought  to  me  by  a consumer  to  determine  the  cause  of  a pecu- 
liar pink  tinge,  and  upon  microscopical  examination  it  was 
found  due  to  blood  corpuscles  showing  that  the  animal  from 
wLych  the  specimen  was  obtained  had  probably  received  some 
injury  to  the  udder  or  mammary  glands. 

The  work  as  Inspector  of  Meat,  Provisions  and  Cattle  liar- 
been  similar  to  that  of  last  year.  As  far  as  I have  ob- 
served no  disease  has  been  prevalent  among  cattle,  swine  or 
horses. 

1 think  the  destruction  of  so  many  diseased  animals  in 
the  past  has  had  a beneficial  influence  in  our  herds  by  weeding 
out  feeble  animals.

Two  eases  of  lump  jaw  (acliuoneycosis)  have  been  seen 
during  the  year,  and  at  the  present  time  one  of  which  is  under- 
going treatment,  a-  tie-  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  con- 
siders it  curable,  although  a few  years  ago  it  was  classed  as  an 
incurable  fungous  disease.  Proper  precautions  have  been 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  among  animals,  and 
the  attendants  have  been  warned  of  their  danger,  as  it  is  con- 
tagious to  the  human  family. 

Five  cases  of  suspected  glanders  in  horses  have  been 
.brought-  to  the  notice  of  the  Inspector,  but  none  proved  to  be 
such,  as  the  symptoms  disappeared,  being  due  to  influenza. 

Several  complaints  were  made  that  cattle  were  being 
brought  into  the  State  from  Rhode  Island  without  regard  to 
the  law.  but  in  every  case  investigated  it  was  found  that  the 
animals  had  been  tested  and  hacf  entered  the  State  at  Brighton 
or  Watertown  and  been  driven  over  the  road  to  South  Attle- 
boro. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Cummings  has  brought  many  carloads,  num- 
bering upwards  of  two  hundred  and  flfty  (250),  of  tested 
milch  cows  from  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.  As  these 
cattle  were  tested  with  the  tuberculosis  test  in  their  own  State, 
and.  fuather.  all  provisions  of  the  law  complied  with,  we  have 
this  large  number  of  healthy  animals  added  to  the  herds  of 
this  vicinity. 

Most  of  the  beef,  mutton  and  pork  of  our  markets  is 
brought  in  as  dressed  meat  from  without  the  State,  bearing 
the  inspection  stamp  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Many  farmers  and  others  have  butchered  some  veal,  al- 
though the  majority  of  butchered  animals  inspected  were  hogs, 
and  in  most  cases  were  killed  on  the  owner’s  premises  to  be 
consumed  by  the  owner’s  family.

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REPORT  OF  BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 

Agreeable  to  the  recommendations  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  their  report  of  1807,  the  town,  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  1898,  voted  to  build  a two-room  school  house  on  the  Pleasant 
Street  lot,  made  an  appropriation  of  $5,500  to  pay  for  the 
same,  and  placed  whole  matter  of  building  in  the  hands  of  the 
School  Committee.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  organization 
of  the  committee  the  question  of  building  was  taken  up,  and 
Mr.  Charles  E.  Bliss  was  chosen  chairmau  and  Mr.  Orville  P. 
Richardson,  secretary  of  the  building  committee.  After  a full 
consideration  of  the  question,  it  was  voted  to  build  a two-room 
house  after  the  same  plans  as  the  Capron  School  House,  cor- 
ner Fourth  and  Prospect  Streets,  with  a few  changes  made 
necessary  by  the  direction  of  the  State  authorities,  both  in 
matters  of  construction  and  the  system  of  heating.  The 
legal  requirements  having  been  attended  to  by  the  approval  of 
the  plans  and  specifications  by  the  State  Board,  tin1  several 
contractors  of  the  town  were  requested  to  present  bids  for  its 
erection  and  completion. 

Mr.  Malcolm  Currie  being  the  lowest  bidder,  the  commit- 
tee voted  to  place  the  contract  in  his  hands.  At  this  time  Mr. 
Bliss,  chairman,  finding  that  he  was*  not  able,  by  reason  of 
other  matters,  to  attend  to  the  duties,  resigned  his  position, 
and  Benjamin  P.  King  was  chosen  in  his  place.  Ground  was 
broken  April  30th,  and  the  building  was  completed  to  the 
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extent  that  school  was  opened  September  Gth,  and  its  liual 
completion  and  acceptance  was  delayed  until  October  26th, 
when  the  liual  payment  was  made,  and  notwithstanding  the 
opposition  made  to  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  at 
the  town  meeting  and  the  various  criticisms  offered  during  the 
building  of  the  house  as  to  the  needs  of  a hou§e  in  that  locality, 
it  was  clearly  proven  on  the  day  of  the  opening  of  the  school 
that  the  committee  were  right  in  their  decision  as  to  locality, 
and  to-day  the  town  has  in  the  new  building  an  up-to-date 
school-house  in  all  of  its  appointments,  with  a fully  approved 
system  of  heating  and  ventilation  that  is  and  will  continue  to 
be,  if  properly  cared  for,  an  ornament  to  the  locality  where  it 
stands.

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GENERAL  CONDITION. 

Your  committee  is  able  to  report  a continued  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  the  High  School  and  a change  for  the 
better  in  the  spirit  of  the  conduct  of  the  Sanford  Street  Gram- 
mar School.  AYitli  the  changes  made  in  the  teaching  force,  we 
believe  these  schools  will  soon  attain  the  desired  efficiency. 
Few  changes  of  importance  have  occurred  in  the  other  schools 
of  the  Town  and  we  believe  that  taken  as  a whole,  results  are 
fairly  satisfactory.  AA'e  regret  the  loss  of  Miss  Stephenson  at 
Dodgeville.  and  Miss  Briggs  of  Grammar  School,  who  were 
taken  away  from  us  in  the  same  manner  that  many  of  our  most 
efficient  teachers  are.  bacause  other  towns  are  able  to  pay 
larger  salaries  than  our  appropriation  will  allow,  but  we  be- 
lieve that  in  Miss  Harold  and  Miss  Goodrich  we  have  worthy 
successors. 

Visitation  of  the  schools  by  parent-  and  friends  earnest- 
ly  recommended  by  the  committee,  as  it  will  promote  more 
earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  both  teacher  and  pupil  and  lead  to 
a much  better  understanding  between  parent  and  teacher,  a 
condition  much  to  be  desired. 

rhe  marking  system  introduced  last  year  has  been  con- 
tinued with  satisfactory  results. 

The  Kindergarten  established  at  Hebronville  in  1 s97  has 
so  endeared  itself  to  that  community  that  your  committee  was 
recently  presented  with  a memorial  signed  by  130  residents  of 
that  village,  including  all  the  clergymen,  for  the  retention  of 
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Miss  Cushman,  the  efficient  principal  of  the  school,  for  another 
year.  The  school  is  a success,  and  the  number  of  such  should 
be  increased  as  rapidly  as  means  altow. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  the  usual  financial  statement,, 
we  are  enabled  to  present  in  our  report  an  accurate  account  of 
the  distribution  of  text-books  and  supplies  among  the  several 
schools,  thus  showing  where  every  dollar  of  the  appropriation 
has  been  placed.

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  we  have  had  an  application 
for,  and  granted  the  use  of,  the  school  buildings  at  South 
Attleboro,  Dodgeville  and  Ilebronville  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing: night  schools,  the  people  of  the  respective  villages,  paying 
all  expenses  arising  from  said  schools.  This  spirit  is  highly 
commendable,  and  your  committee  would  be  pleased  to  do  any- 
thing in  their  power  to  further  more  work  along  this  line. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  committee  believes  that  the  one  session  plan  at  the 
High  School  which  was  adopted  last  year,  lias  worked  satis- 
factorily to  all  concerned,  and  has  voted  accordingly  to  con- 
tinue the  same  in  operation. 

The  laboratory  at  the  High  School  should  be  placed  in 
good  condition.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  committee  to 
attend. to  that  matter  this  year,  but  the  imperative  need  at  the 
Briggsville  and  Perry  Schools  exhausted  our  appropriation,  and 
we  have  indeed  been  obliged  to  overdraw  the  account  in  order 
to  complete  the  much  needed  repairs  just  mentioned.  This 
coming  year  we  hope  to  place  the  laboratory  in  good,  practical 
working  condition. 

II HURON VI LLE  SCHOOL. 

Another  unexpected  call  for  extensive  repairs  came  from 
Ilebronville,  and  your  committee  was  obliged  to  expend  some 
$385.00  on  that  school  house.  There  has  been  much  trouble 
with  leaks  for  the  last  two  or  three  years  and  we  hope  that  the 
re-shingling  will  do  away  with  the  difficulty  for  some  time  to 
come. 

REPAIRS  AT  BRIGGSVILLE. 

The  committee  take  pride  in  the  extensive  improvements 
which  have  been  carried  into  effect  at  Briggsville.  The  build- 
ing. has  been  practically  reconstructed,  a cellar  dug,  the  house 
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raised  up  some  three  feet,  and  a modern  system  of  heating 
and  ventilation  introduced.  A recitation  room  18x20  feet  has 
been  added  to  the  building  and  the  interior  of  the  whole  build- 
ing nicely  re-finished.  Before  the  repairs  and  additions  the 
assistant  teacher  was  obliged  to  take  her  classes  into  the  vesti- 
bule, or  more  properly  termed  entry,  and  hear  recitations  in 
that  cold  and  cheerless  place.  Mrs.  Merry,  the  efficient  head 
of  the  school,  tells  us  that  the  children  seem  to  appreciate  what 
has  been  done  for  their  convenience,  and  since  the  re-opening 
of  the  school  have  taken  exceptional  pains  to  keep  the  paint, 
paper  and  surroundings  in  the  best  of  condition.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing,  the  Committee  secured  apiece  of  land  10  feet 
wide  and  112  feet  deep,  so  that  now  there  is  a clear  way 
around  the  building  for  teams.  Coal  can  now  be  put  into  the 
cellar  without  basketing,  and  a way  is  also  afforded  for  a team 
to  reach  the  yard  in  the  rear  of  the  school-house.  The  sum 
expended  in  the  alteration,  addition,  heating,  etc.,  approx- 
imates $1,200. 

PERRY  SCHOOL. 

This  school  house  had  long  been  neglected,  and  in  the 
years  just  past  it  has  been  a hard  matter  to  keep  it  warm  in 
winter.  The  outside  door  opened  directly  into  the  school- 
room, and  the  draughts  and  cold  from  that  source  were  very 
uncomfortable ; and  as  the  children  were  obliged  to  hang  up 
their  wraps  (often  wet  and  snow  covered)  in  the  school  room, 
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the  steam  arising  from  the  same  made  the  atmosphere  of  the 
room  very  unpleasant  and  unhealthy.  This  past  summer  we 
have  added  a roomy  vestibule  that  will  remedy  the  evils  just 
mentioned,  the  repairs  and  addition  costing  approximately 
$125. 

These  small  outside  schools  have  a hard  time  of  it.  As  a 
rule  the  number  of  pupils  is  small  and  the  tendency  in  the 
thickly  settled  portion  of  the  town  is  to  overlook  the  discour- 
agements coming  to  both  teacher  and  pupils  in  schools  of  this 
kind.  The  true  solution  of  the  problem  is  in  transportation  to 
a large  school  where  the  scholars  can  have  the  facilities  of 
pupils  living  in  districts  more  thickly  settled.  This  course 
will  in  all  probability  some  time  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  Perry 
school,  but  your  committee  does  not  consider  it  expedient  to 
make  such  recommendation  at  the  present  time. 

TURNER  STREET  SCHOOL. 

The  residents  of  the  St.  Jean  Baptiste  plat  having  had 
what  they  deemed  a grievance  on  account  of  lack  of  transpor- 
tation facilities,  combined  to  keep  their  children  out  of  school 
that  they  might  coerce  the  committee  to  action  in  the  matter. 
The  committee,  not  desiring  to  add  increased  hardship  to  the 
already  unsatisfactory  condition  of  these  people,  have  acted 
very  leniently  in  this  matter,  and  have  provided  additional 
transportation,  although  as  a matter  of  fact  the  lack  of  such 
facilities  was  not  complained  of  for  over  fifteen  months,  and 
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in  fart  not  uutil  the  highway  matter  had  come  to  an  unsatisfac- 
tory halt  at  the  regular  and  special  town  meetings.  It  is  now 
costing  the  town  $360  per  year  of*  ten  mouths  for  transporta- 
tion of  the  children  from  the  St-  Jean  Baptiste  plat  to  the 
Turner  Street  School,  so  it  would  seem  a matter  of  economy 
to  provide  some  road  or  way  out  of  the  Baptiste  plat. 

We  wish  to  quote  here  from  the  Public  Statutes  of  the 
Stat  of  Massa  ‘husetts,  enacted  .lime  3.  1898,  so  that  in 
future  all  may  be  informed  as  to  the  laws  iu  reference  to  keep- 
ing children  away  from  school. 

Chapter  496,  Section  26.  Every  habitual  school  offender, 
that  is.  every  child  under  14  years  of  age  who  persistently 
violates  the  reasonable  regulations  of  the  school  which  it 
attends,  or  otherwise  persistently  misbehaves  therein  so  as  to 
render  himself  a fit  subject  for  exclusion  therefrom,  upon  com- 
plaint of  a truant  officer  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be  com- 
mitted. if  a boy,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  to  a county 
truant  school  for  a period  not  exceeding  two  years  or  to  the 
Lyman  School  for  boys.  and.  if  a girl,  to  the  State  Industrial 
School  for  girls,  unless  such  child  is  placed  on  probation  as 
provided  iu  Section  28  of  this  act. 

Chapter  496,  Sec  tion  31.  Ar.  s n having  under  his 
control  a child  between  7 and  14  years  of  age  who  fails  for  five 

sess  s r 10  half-d:,  sess  s bin  any  period  of  s 
months  while  under  such  control,  to  cause  such  child  to  attend 
school  as  required  by  section  12  of  this  act.  the  physical  or 
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mental  condition  of  such  child  not  being  such  as  to  render  his 
attendance  at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  upon  complaint  , 
of  a truant  officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a fine  of  not  more  than  $20.  ( 0. 

Any  person  who  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  any  child 
to  absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs  or  har- 
bors while  school  is  in  session  any  child  unlawfully  absent 
from  school,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a line  of  not  more  than 
$;">0.00. 

NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

Last  year  we  called  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  school 
property  at  Dodgeville  and  we  set  forth  the  needs  of  that 
village.  We  recommend  the  erection  of  a four-room  house  on 
a new  location,  as  the  present  site  is  absolutely  unfit  for  a 
school  building. 

A fifth  and  sixth  grade  school  on  the  east  side  of  the  rail- 
road track  is  more  needed  this  year  than  it  was  last,  and  last 
year  there  were  143  pupils,  of  these  grades  that  were  obliged  to 
pass  over  the  dangerous  crossings  at  Park  and  South  Main 
Streets  four  times  daily,  to  attend  the  Sanford  Street  Schools. 
All  the  schools  of  the  East  Precinct  of  the  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and 
4th  grades  are  crowded,  some  of  the  same  averaging  from  5 5 
to  00  pupils.  As  the  maximum  number  of  pupils  for  a teacher 
to  govern  successfully  is  40,  it  is  plain  to  see  that  the  children 
of  that  section  cannot,  with  the  present  amount  of  room, 
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receive  the  attention  that  they  should  have.  A four-room 
building  is  now  needed  and  the  erection  of  the  same  cannot 
be  delayed  longer  than  the  year  1000. 

RICHARDSON  SCHOOL  FUND. 

We  would  gratefully  acknowledge  again  the  kindness  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund  in  providing 
reference  books  and  pictures,  and  for  generous  assistance  in 
the  drawing  and  other  departments  of  our  schools. 

REC’(  )MMENDATK)XS. 

1 lie  town  is  growing  rapidly  in  population,  and  the  com- 
mittee have  to  ask  for  more  money  every  year.  We  are  able 
to  say.  with  consciousness  of  its  truthfulness,  that  we  try  to 
make  a dollar  go  a good  way,  and  some  times  too  far.  It 
would  be  better  for  all  concerned  if  we  could  some  times  retain 
teacher>  that  are  in  every  way  desirable,  but  we  are  quite  often 
outbid  by  other  towns,  and  we  lose  teachers  whose  services  are 
of  more  value  than  the  difference  in  the  money. 

All  of  us  are  desirous  that  our  children  should  occupy 
places  of  respect  and  prominence  in  the  world,  and  we  all 
know  that  desideratum  to  be  impossible  without  education. 
The  foundation  of  the  education  of  08  per  cent,  of  our  people 
must  be  laid  in  the  public  schools.  Therefore,  when  we  vote 
for  liberal  appropriations  for  the  support  of  schools,  we  are 
legislating  in  the  interests  of  our  children. 
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The  committee  recommend  the  following  appropriations

This  shows  a gain  of  54  per  cent,  in  number  of  children 
between  5 and  15  years  of  age  as  returned  by  the  census,  54 
per  cent,  in  enrolment,  50  per  cent,  in  average  membership, 
and  55  per  cent.,  nearly,  in  average  attendance. 

As  the  old  Pleasant  Street  house  has  been  abandoned,  we 
report  the  same  number  of  houses  as  last  year.  As  the  new 
house  has  two  rooms,  and  as  both  are  occupied  we  gain  one 
class  room,  one  school,  and  one  teacher. 

The  gain  of  76  children  between  5 and  15  years  of  age  as 
shown  by  the  census  of  May  1,  the  increase  of  117  in  enrol- 
ment, of  75  in  average  membership,  and  of  78  in  average 
attendance,  all  show  a satisfactory  growth  of  the  Town  and 
strongly  emphasize  your  request  for  a new  school  house,  this 
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year.  The  small  falling  off  in  the  percentage  of  attendance  is 
to  be  regretted,  but  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  when  we  consider 
the  small  degree  of  interest  manifested  by  a large  majority  of 
the  parents. 

There  may  seem  to  be  no  need  of  my  discussing  the  needs 
of  a new  school  house  since  you  propose  to  ask  the  Town  to 
build  one,  but  on  account  of  my  long  and  intimate  relations 
with  every  form  of  school  management  in  Town,  I ought  to  be 
able  to  feel  the  great  annoyance  and  loss  to  our  schools  should 
the  building  be  deferred  till  another  year. 

The  growth  of  the  Town  has  been  of  such  an  extent  for  a 
number  of  years  as  to  need  the  opening  of  two  new  schools 
each  year.  No  new  house  was  built  in  1897,  consequently  our 
schools  became  crowded  again  and  demanded  increased  accom- 
modations last  year.  To  give  the  relief  needed  the  Superin- 
tendent recommended  the  erection  of  a four-room  building, 
centrally  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  railroad.  The  School 
Committee  asked  for  two  two-room  houses,  ou  the  same  side. 
The  Town  built  one  two-room  building.  This  was  hardly 
sufficient  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  central 
schools  without  making  any  provision  for  future  growth.  Con- 
sequently we  are  compelled  to  renew  the  same  old  cry  of 
overcrowded  schools,  and  recommend  immediate  relief. 

Outside  the  Sanford  Street,  counting  the  Farmers’  house, 
there  are  six  houses,  four  of  them  containing  two  rooms  each, 
occupied  entirely  by  primary  grades.  It  seems  to  me  uuadvisa- 
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ble  to  build  any  more  small  bouses  for  the  present.  For  the 
relief  of  Sauford  Street,  and  for  the  better  accommodation 
of  the  pupils  a four-room  house,  for  the  use  of  higher  grades 
than  now  attend  east  of  the  railroad  should  be  built.  If  we 
are  to  look  forward  and  consider  the  probable  needs  of  the 
Town  for  the  next  live  years  it  would  serve  the  interests  of 
economy  better  to  build  a six-room  building. 

Considering  where  it  would  be  located,  the  increasing  im- 
portance of  the  Town,  and  the  greater  immunity  from  loss  by 
lire,  this  house  should  be  built  of  brick,  and  in  its  architectural 
design,  its  provisions  for  heating  and  ventilation  and  other 
sanitary  matters  it  should  be  so  wisely  planned  as  to  be  a 
credit  to  the  Town  and  the  time  in  which  it  is  built. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Briggs  Corner  house  was  most 
timely.  The  school  has  so  increased  that  the  present  number 
of  pupils  could  not  possibly  be  accommodated  in  the  old  house. 
I hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  fully  equipped 
with  modern  furniture.  I hope,  also,  that  the  time  for  certain 
other  improvements  is  not  far  distant.  I refer  to  the  grading 
and  beautifying  of  our  school  grounds.  The  condition  of  the 
Sanford  Street  lot  is  far  from  worthy  a Town  possessing  the 
enterprise  and  wealth  of  Attleboro. 

A STEP  FORWARD. 

The  introduction  of  the  department  of  Physical  Culture 
into  our  school  system,  and  the  employment  of  a competent 
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and  well  trained  teacher  to  supervise  it  is  one  of  the  wisest 
acts  of  the  year.  In  this  work  there  should  be  no  retreat.  In 
many  places  the  plan  is  followed  of  employing  a special 
teacher  for  this  department  for  two  or  three  years  , till  the 
teachers  are  regularly  trained  and  then  to  intermit  the  training 
by. a special  teacher  for  awhile. 

As  we  have  never  before  had  the  benefit  of  the  work  of  a 
specialist  in  this  department  a great  majority  of  our  teachers 
were  lacking  the  knowledge  to  enable  them  to  take  up  the  work 
systematically. 

.Miss  Mabel  L.  Cummings,  whom  you  have  selected  to 
take  charge  of  this  department,  is  a teacher  of  recognized 
ability.  She  was  selected  to  take  charge  of  the  department  of 
Physical  Culture  in  the  Summer  School  conducted  by  the  State 
authorities  at  Ilyannis,  last  year,  and  is  at  present  employed 
by  the  city  of  Cambridge  in  its  public  schools.  It  gives  me 
pleasure  to  testify  to  her  enthusiasm,  tact,  and  energy  in  her 
work  and  to  the  readiness  of  the  teachers  to  accept  her  lead- 
ership and  to  co-operate  with  her  heartily  to  secure  success  in 
this  special  department. 

I considered  one  of  the  chief  benefits  that  would  result 
from  its  introduction  would  be  the  great  help  it  would  give  the 
teachers  in  the  matter  of  discipline.  I have  watched  its  pro- 
gress closely  and  in  many  instances  the  benefits  resulting  from 
its  introduction  are  plainly  apparent.  In  other  instances  pro- 
gress is  making  surely  but  more  slowly.  Its  operations  in  the 
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schools  as  a whole  was  somewhat  retarded  by  the  many  changes 
of  teachers  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term. 

While  the  teacher  is  not  expected  nor  required  to  exercise 
that  exacting  discipline  that  is  characteristic  of  military  cus- 
toms, still,  it  seems  to  me  proper  that  in  the  few  minutes  that 
pupils  are  called  upon,  daily,  to  go  through  the  evolutions  re- 
quired that  as  great  exactness  in  regard  to  movement  and 
time  should  be  demanded  and  secured  as  is  expected  from  a 
company  of  soldiers  on  parade.  And  if  any  teacher  is  con- 
scious of  failing  in  this  with  all  of  her  pupils  should  she  not 
ask  herself  seriously  if  she  has  secured  the  proper  control  over 
her  pupils?  I do  not  include  schools  of  the  three  lowest  grades 
in  which  certain  childish  games  and  less  formal  exercises  are 
required. 

I would  recommend  every  teacher  who  feels  that  she  is 
not  accomplishing  all  she  would  wish  in  this  respect  to  discuss 
the  matter  frankly  and  frequently  with  the  supervisor  of  the 
work,  who  can  render  her  great  help  by  advice  and  suggestions 
which  her  extensive  training  and  experience  can  furnish. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

I said  of  the  High  School  last  year,  “It  is  gratifying  to 
note  its  steady  and  constant  improvement,  during  the  year,  iu 
its  discipline  and  scholarship.”  The  same  is  even  more  clearly 
correct  of  it  during  the  year  just  closed.  Its  further  remove 
from  certain  demoralizing  influences  of  the  past,  the  harmony 
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between  Principal  and  his  assistants,  the  closer  acquaintance 
of  Principal  and  pupils,  the  retention  of  its  Submaster,  who 
had  become  fully  acquainted  with  the  school  and  its  needs, 
and  the  judicious  selection  of  teachers  to  fill  the  vacancies, 
have  all  contributed  to  help  the  Principal  in  his  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  school. 

It  is  a long  time  since  the  discipline  and  work  of  the 
school  have  been  so  good  as  at  present.  I still  recommend 
more  rigid  requirements  for  admission  to  it.  It  would  be  much 
better  for  the  High  School  itself  and  for  some  wTlio  are  admitted 
to  it  if  they  were  retained  in  the  grammar  school  another  year. 
We  have  no  voice  in  deciding  the  amount  of  work  that  must  be 
done  in  the  college  preparatory  course.  The  colleges  decide 
upon  the  amount  and  quality  of  this  work.  All  who  enter  and 
take  the  classical  course — and  wisely,  I think,  all  who  enter 
are  required  to  take  it—  for  the  first  year,  at  least,  must  do  the 
same  work  in  Latin  and  modern  languages,  or  we  must  greatly 
increase  the  teaching  force. 

< )f  late  years  so  many  of  our  pupils  have  gone  from  the 
High  School  to  a more  advanced  course  that  the  High  School 
has  taken  an  advanced  position,  and  the  requirements  of 
this  class  must  largely  control  the  rank  of  the  school,  it  is 
highly  gratifying  that  so  many  who  go  from  our  school  carry 
with  them  the  unmistakable  evidence  of  having  received  a good 
preparation.  It  is  safe  to  infer  that  whoever  goes  without 
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this  preparation  cannot  justly  charge  it  to  the  fault  of  the 
school. 

When  the  course  of  the  elementary  schools  was  reduced 
from  nine  years  to  eight,  some  years  ago,  it  was  not  considered 
by  those  who  advocated  the  change  that  all  who  completed  the 
course  would  be  fitted  to  enter  the  High.  The  change  was 
made,  partly,  to  give  those  who  could  and  would  do  the  work 
well  enough,  to  save  a year;  but  it  has  come  to  this,  that 
parents  demand  that  their  children  who  stay  in  the  elementary 
grades  eight  years,  whether  they  are-  fitted  or  not,  shall  enter 
the  High.  There  is  a remedy.  The  law  distinctly  says  that  the 
School  Committee  shall  decide  where  pupils  shall  attend  school. 

The  Grammar  school  sustained  the  loss  of  two  efficient 
teachers.  The  wisdom  exercised  in  the  choice  of  their  succes- 
sors is  shown  by  the  fact  that  under  tae  direction  of  its  present 
Principal  and  assistants  its  work  has  advanced  quietly,  smooth- 
ly and  prosperously.  It  cannot,  and  ought  not  to  be  expected 
to  fit  all  who  complete  its  course,  as  far  as  time  is  concerned, 
for  the  High  School.  It  cannot  make  brains.  It  is  doing  all 
that  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  develop  and  promote  the 
growth  of  brain  power. 

:\s  we  review  the  schools  down  through  the  intermediate 
and  primary  grades,  and  call  to  mind  the  many  changes,  the 
result  of  promotions,  transfers  and  employing  new  teachers,  it 
is  gratifying  to  feel  that  no  backward  step  has  been  taken  tha: 
has  caused  more  than  temporary  injury.

I feel  it  my  duty  to  assert  again  that  the  most  important 
duty  that  devolves  upon  school  officials  is  the  selection  of  suit- 
able teachers  to  till  vacancies.  We  cannot  afford  to  place  in 
charge  of  any  of  our  important  schools  teachers  who  do  not 
possess  the  proper  natural  ability,  adequate  preparation  and 
successful  experience. 

The  most  important  events  of  the  year  are  the  building  of 
the  Pleasant  street  house  and  the  opening  of  the  two  schools 
there.  In  the  closing  of  the  old  Pleasant  street  house  and  the 
transfer  of  its  teacher  of  'proved  ability,  and  in  the  selection  of 
a teacher  for  the  lower  grade  school,  no  mistake  has  been 
made.  We  have  two  fine  schools  there.  The  lower  grade, 
consisting  of  the  first  and  second  primary  grades,  has  had  an 
average  of  fifty  pupils.  To  teach  such  a school  properly  is 
more  than  one  teacher  can  do.  However,  I doubt  if  better 
results  could  be  secured  by  furnishing  an  assistant.  The 
proper  remedy  for  the  difficulty  is  reducing  the  school  to  a 
proper  number  for  one  teacher.  As  a new  company  of  little 
ones  may  seek  admission  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term, 
an  additional  teacher  may  be  required. 

I have  only  praise  for  the  Kindergarten  at  Ilebrouville  in 
respeet  to  its  conduct  and  the  result  of  its  work.  The  teacher 
of  the  primary  school  to  which  the  children  go  from  the  Kin- 
dergarten testifies  to  the  greater  ability  acquired  by  the  little 
ones  who  have  enjoyed  its  training  than  is  generally  gained  in 
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the  first  year  of  a primary  school.  I repeat  my  views  of  last 
year  in  substance  by  saying:  If  the  town  should  build  a new 

four-room  schoolhouse  on  the  east  side  of  the  railroad  this  year, 
as  I think  it  ought,  a kindergarten  should  be  opened  in  one  of 
its  rooms  and  another  in  the  lower  room  of  the  academy  build- 
ing on  Sanford  street.  And  when  Dodgeville  gets  the  new 
house  it  needs,  deserves  and  ought  to  have,  it  can  enjoy  equal 
privileges  with  Ilebronville. 

CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS. 

Superintendents  and  grammar  school  principals  of  cities 
suburban  to  Boston  have  looked  through  our  schools  and  taken 
away  the  usual  number  of  our  good  teachers.  The  number  of 
changes  in  consequence  of  resignations  and  promotions  is  fully 
up  to  the  average.  Without  taking  the  space  to  speak  of  all 
these  changes  in  .detail,  I must  speak  of  four  teachers,  the 
benefit  of  whose  efficient  and  faithful  services  it  lias  been  the 
good  fortune  of  the  town  to  retain  for  a number  of  years.  I 
refer  to  Miss  Helen  W.  Metcalf  of  the  High  School,  Mr.  Her- 
bert E.  Walker  and  Miss  Nellie  E.  Briggs  of  the  Grammar 
School  and  Miss  Mary  A.  Stephenson  of  the  Dodgeville  school. 
1 should  fail  in  politeness  did  I not  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  services  of  these,  and  my  congratulations  on  their  advance- 
ment. 

Miss  Metcalf  and  Miss  Stephenson  have  positions  in  the 
city  of  Cambridge,  Miss  Briggs  in  Somerville,  and  Mr.  Walker 
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was  called  to  the  principalship  of  an  endowed  academy  in  his 
own  town  of  Duxbury. 

As  in  the  progress  of  the  world  the  lamentation  “The 
King  is  dead!”  and  the  salutation  “Long  live  the  King!” 
must  go  out  on  the  same  breath,  so  the  schools  must  go  on,  and 
we  must  do  our  best  to  fill  the  places  made  vacant.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  important  and  one  of  the  most  difficult  duties 
that  devolve  upon  the  school  officials.  Had  we  more  money  at 
our  disposal  so  that  we  could  compete  with  other  large  places 
in  eastern  Massachusetts  it  would  not  be  so  difficult.  If,  as 
the  result  of  good  fortune  rather  than  the  offer  of  adequate 
pay,  we  have  succeeded  in  filling  vacancies  satisfactorily,  the 
incumbents  of  those  positions  remain  with  us  but  a short  time, 
as  they  are  apt  to  be  called  to  positions  which  offer  better  pay. 

Never  have  we  spent  so  much  time  and  effort  to  secure 
the  right  teachers  to  fill  these  vacancies,  and  never  have  these 
efforts  secured  better  results.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  the 
selection  of  Miss  E.  Florence  Eaton  as  first  assistant  in  the 
High  School,  of  Mr.  Henry  W.  Hall  and  Miss  Annie  L.  Good- 
rich to  succeed  Mr.  Walker  and  Miss  Briggs  in  the  Grammar 
School,  and  Miss  Alberta  M.  Harold  to  succeed  Miss  Stephen- 
son at  Dodgeville.  Miss  Edith  M.  Larrabee,  who  served  us 
very  efficiently  as  teacher  of  modern  languages  in  the  High 
School,  was  compelled  to  resign  at  the  end  of  the  year  on 
account  of  impaired  health,  and  Miss  Luella  M.  Allen  was 
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elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  We  were  none  the  less  fortunate 
in  filling  this  vacancy  than  in  the  other  named  instances. 

It  has  been  highly  gratifying  to  see  the  increased  interest 
shown  by  all  the  teachers  in  the  common  subjects  they  are  called 
upon  to  teach,  and  the  greatly  increased  study  they  have 
devoted  to  some  of  these.  Owing  to  the  operations  of  our 
navy  and  army  during  the  past  summer,  an  increased  interest 
has  been  felt  by  all,  whether  connected  with  the  schools  or  not, 
in  the  subject  of  geography. 

Early  in  the  fall'  term  a teachers’  meeting  was  held  at 
which  the  Superintendent  expressed  his  purpose  to  discuss 
with  the  teachers  one  or  two  of  the  most  important  studies  of 
the  schoools.  The  choice  was  left  with  the  teachers,  and  they 
almost  unanimously  selected  geography.  As  our  country 
made  conquests  in  the  Torrid  Zone,  and  in  longitude  opposite 
to  that  of  the  United  States,  new  questions  naturally  presented 
themselves,  and  some  of  these  were  assigned  to  different 
teachers  who  willingly  accepted  the  work  of  preparing  to  dis- 
cuss them  at  subsequent  meetings.  As  a result  of  this  move- 
ment a series  of  interesting  and  instructive  meetings  was  held, 
and  so  well  did  the  teachers  do  their  part  that  great  interest 
was  awakened  and  a. renewed  zeal  in  the  subject  of  geography- 
Many  of  the  teachers  have  expressed  themselves  as  having 
been  greatly  benefited  by  these  researches  and  discussions, 
and  it  must  follow  that  the  pupils  under  their  charge  have  been 
benefited  as  well. 
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The  school  laws  were  extensively  amended  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  last  year.  That  the  public  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  these,  I quote  some  of  the  most 
important : 

Sec.  11.  No  child  who  has  not  been  duly  vaccinated 
shall  be  admitted  to  a public  school  except  upon  presentation 
of  a certificate  signed  by  a regular  practising  physician  that 
such  child  is  an  unfit  subject  for  vaccination.  No  child  who 
is  a member  of  a household  in  which  a person  is  sick  with 
smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  or  of  a house- 
hold exposed  to  contagion  from  a household  as  aforesaid,  shall 
attend  any  public  school  during  such  sickness  or  until  the 
teacher*  of  the  school  has  been  furnished  with  a certificate 
from  the  board  of  health  of  the  town  or  city,  or  from  the 
attending  physician  of  such  sick  person,  stating  in  a case  of 
smallpox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  that  a period  of  at  least 
two  weeks,  and  in  a case  of  measles  a period  of  at  least  three 
days,  has  elapsed  since  the  recovery,  removal  or  death  of  such 
person,  and  that  danger  of  the  conveying  of  such  disease  by 
such  child  has  passed. 

Sec.  12.  Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years 
of  age  shall  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  town  or  city 
in  which  he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the  public  day  schools 
are  in  session,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  to  children,  places 

*Hy  vote  of  the  School  Hoard  the  Superintendent  receives  these  notices  and  issues 
directions  to  the  teachers. 
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of  attendance  and  schools  as  are  provided  for  in  sections  three, 
seven,  ten  and  eleven  of  this  act:  provided,  that  the  superin- 

tendent of  schools  or,  where  there  is  no  superintendent  of 
schools,  the  school  committee,  or  teachers  acting  under  author- 
ity of  said  superintendent  of  schools  or  school  committee,  may 
excuse  cases  of  necessary  absence;  'and  provided,  further, 
that  the  attendance  of  a child  upon  a public  day  school  shall 
not  be  requifed  if  such  child  has  attended  for  a like  period  of 
time  a private  day  school  approved  by  the  school  committee  of 
such  town  or  city  in  accordance  with  section  two  of  chapter 
four  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-f our,  or  if  such  child  has  been  otherwise 
instructed  for  a like  period  of  time  in  the  branches  of  learning 
required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  has 
already  acquired  the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to 
be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  if  his  physical  or  mental 
condition  is  such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or 
impracticable*  Every  person  having  under  his  control  a child 
as  described  in  this  section  shall  cause  such  child  to  attend 
school  as  required  by  this  section. 

Sec.  2*4.  Every  habitual  truant,  that  is,  every  child  be- 
tween seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  wilfully  and 
habitually  absents  himself  from  school  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sos of  sections  twelve  of  this  act,  upon  complaint  by  a truant 
officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be*  committed,  if  a boy, 
to  a county  truant  school  for  a period  not  exceeding  two 
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years,  aucl  if  a girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls, 
unless  such  child  is  placed  on  probation  as  provided  in  section 
twenty-eight  of  this  act. 

Sec.  25.  Every  habitual  absentee,  that  is  every  child 
between  seven  and  sixteen  years  of  age  who  may  be  found 
wandering  about  in  the  streets  or  public  places  or  any  town  or 
city  of  the  Commonwealth,  having  no  lawful  occupation,  habit- 
ually not  attending  school,  and  growing  up  in  idleness  and 
ignorance,  upon  complaint  by  a truant  officer  of  any  other 
person,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be  committed,  if  a boy, 
at  the  discretion  the  court,  to  a county  truant  school  for  a period 
not  exceeding  two  years,  or  to  the  Lyman  school  for  boys, 
and.  if  a girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls,,  unless 
such  child  is  placed  on  probation  as  provided  in  section  twenty- 
eight  of  this  act. 

Sec.  26.  Every  habitual  school  offender,  that  is,  every 
child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  who  persistently  violates  the 
reasonable  regulations  of  the  school  which  he  attends,  or  other- 
wise persistently  misbehaves  therein,  so  as  to  render  himself  a 
lit  subject  for  exclusion  therefrom,  upon  complaint  by  a truant 
officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be  committed,  if 
a boy,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  to  a county 
truant  school  for  a period  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  to  the 
Lyman  school  for  boys,  and,  if  a girl,  to  the  state  industrial 
school  for  girls,  unless  such  child  is  placed  ou  probation  as 
provided  in  section  twenty-eight  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  31.  Any  person  having  under  his  control  a child 
between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  fails  for  five  day 
sessions  or  ten  half  day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six 
months  while  under  such  contrel,  to  cause  such  child  to  attend 
school  as  required  by  section  twelve  of  this  act,  the  physical 
or  mental  condition  of  such  child  not  being  such  as  to  render 
li is  attendance  at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  upon  com- 
plaint of  a truant  officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.  Any  person 
who  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  any  child  to  absent  himself 
unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs  or  harbors  while  school  is 
in  session  any  child  absent  unlawfully  from  school,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  a tine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

By  the  same  enactment  the  authority  of  the  truant 
officers  is  greatly  increased,  and  the}T  are  directly  charged  to 
enforce  these  laws. 

To  the  members  of  the  school  committee,  teachers,  and 
all  who  have  co-operated  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  our 
schools  the  thanks  of  your  Superintendent  are  cordially  given.

Michael  Augello  in  one  of  his  sonnets  says: 

“ Bui  in  every  block  of  marble 

I see  a statute  - see  it  as  distinctly  • 

As  if  it  stood'  before  shaped  and  perfect. 

In  attitude  and  action  — I have  only  to  hew 
Away  the  stone  walls  that  imprison 

The  lovely  apparition,  and  reveal  it 
To  other  minds  as  I already  see  it.” 

AVitli  the  same  belief  art  teachers  throughout  the  country 
have  been  endeavoring  to  4 4 hew  away  the  stone”  and  reveal 
the  sensitive  love  of  beauty  which  to  greater  or  less  extent  is 
found  in  every  child. 

It  has  been  a problem  how  best  to  develop  an  intelligent 
appreciation  of  nature  and  art.  Environment  is  doubtless 
strong  in  its  influence,  t;But  what  we  get  from  nature  or  art 
depends  upon  what  we  bring  to  them.” 

Therefore  one  of  the  important  studies  in  this  department 
the  past  yeai1  has  been  the  study  of  reproductions  of  the  best 
works  of  art — together  with  talks  upon  the  lives  of  the  artists. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Richard- 
son School  Fund,  the  pictures  which  the  children  bought  for 
their  individual  school  room  have  been  framed  and  placed  upon 
the  walls  where  tliev  will  irreatlv  assist  in  this  line  of  study. 
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There  are  twenty-five  pictures  in  all — excellent  copies  of 
the  works  of  representative  artists. 

Ail  exhibition  of  the  work  by  the  pupils  was  shown  in  the 
High  School  Building  December  10  and  17,  which  showed  a 
marked  improvement  in  quality  and  interest  over  the  work  ex- 
hibited two  37ears  ago. 

The  High  School  has  shown  a decided  change  for  the  bet- 
ter in  regard  to  enthusiasm  and  ability  for  the  work  and  we 
hope  that  each  succeeding  class  that  enters  that  school  will 
preserve  the  present  standard,  if  not  exceed  it. 

Such  results  as  have  been  attained  in  this  department  are 
due  entirely  to  the  intelligent  and  appreciative  work  by  the 
teachers  whom  I have  always  found  ready  to  forward  any 
plans.

A few  of  the  schools  have  not,  until  recently,  been  sup- 
plied with  books,  but  now  the  work  in  those  schools  is  great- 
ly improved,  and  made  much  clearer  for  all. 

It  is  hard  for  a good  workman  to  work  without  the  proper 
tools,  so  also  is  it  hard  to  teach  music  without  the  proper 
materials. 

New  charts  have  been  placed  in  our  primary  rooms,  thus 
aiding  us  greatly  in  our  work  there. 

Some  of  the  semi-graded  schools  have  used  the  same  books 
for  such  a length  of  time,  that  I have  resorted  to  the  use  of 
“Coda”  for  a change,  and  a new  interest  lias  been  created  in 
the  pupils. 

In  the  Grammar  and  High  Schools  I have  also  used  the 
“ Coda  ” to  some  extent. 

Bv  its  use  we  get  a variety  and  a very  good  class  of 
music. 

Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  I have  had  a 
system  of  marking  each  room  every  week,  and  the  children 
take  great  pride  in  preparing  their  lessons  that  they  may  obtain 
the  excellent  mark. 

With  but  few  exceptions  my  plan  of  study  has  been  car- 
ried out  and  the  results  have  been  satisfactory.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
CULTURE. 

Mb.  J.  O.  Tiffany,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir  : 

I beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report. 

Instruction  iu  gymnastics, was  begun  under  my  supervision 
in  the  Attleboro  Public  Schools  on  January  13  of  the  current 
year,  when  the  Ling  or  Swedish  system  was  introduced  into  all 
grades  above  the  first  primary.  At  the  same  time  was  begun 
the  instruction  of  the  teachers,  in  the  first  of  eleven  weekly 
meetings  held  during  that  term.  Each  meeting  consisted  of 
one  half  hour’s  instruction  in  the  theory  of  gymnastics  and  one 
half  hour’s  practical  drill  in  gymnastic  exercises.  Since  that 
time  fifteen  minutes  of  gymnastic  work  have  been  conducted 
daily  in  each  room  by  the  regular  teacher,  and  a visit  of  fifteen 
minutes  has  been  made  by  the  supervisor,  once  in  two  weeks 
to  each  room  of  the  centrally  located  sehools,  and  once  a month 
to  those  of  the  more  outlying  schools. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  it  was  thought  wise  to 
have  the  instruction  in  gymnastics  in  the  High  School  entirely 
to  the  High  School  teachers  and  introduce  work  into  all  rooms 
of  the  first  grade.  The  work  in  this  grade  differs  considera- 
bly from  that  of  the  grammar  grades.  It  is  an  attempt  to 
bridge  over  the  gulf  between  the  spontaneous  play  whereby 
children  exercise  their  muscles  before  entering  school  and  the 


formal  gymnastic  work,  which  is  gradually  introduced  during 
the  child’s  second  year  in  school. 

The  aim  underlying  this  first  year’s  work  is  largely 
hygienic,  tho’  the  educational  value  of  the  training  is  not  lost 
sight  of. 

The  value  of  our  more  formal  gymnastic  work  is  three- 
fold : it  possesses  an  educational  value,  a hygienic  value,  and 
a disciplinary  value.  15y  it  we  expect  to  train  the  pupil  to  a 
better  control  of  his  own  body,  a quicker  perception,  and  a 
more  ready  response  to  any  stimulus.  We  expect  to  counter- 
act the  bad  effects  of  continued  sitting  over  desks,  which  show 
themselves  in  round  shoulders,  crooked  spines,  and  drooping 
heads,  to  stimulate  the  circulation  and  thus  relieve  the  sense 
of  fatigue.  Lastly,  since  each  exercise  is  given  at  command, 
and  demands  an  instant  response,  the  disciplinary  value  of 
Swedish  gymnastics  is  not  unimportant. 

I want  to  express  a very  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
hearty  spirit  with  which  the  teachers  have  taken  up  this  new 
work.  It  seems  but  just  to  say  that  the  results  in  many  of  the 
rooms  are  such  that  Attleboro  may  be  proud  of  them. 

In  closing  I want  to  quote  from  Dr.  Hall  of  Clark4 Uni- 
versity something  which  goes  far  back  of  what  I have  said  and 
states  our  truest  motive  for  promoting  gymnastic  work:— “I 
plead  strongly  for  physical  education  on  the  ground  of  good 
morals.  I believe  that  the  temptations  which  assail  young 
people  now-a-days  are,  to  quite  an  extent,  those  that  would

not  overcome  them  if  their  muscles  were  strong.  They  are  of 
that  insidious,  corroding,  undermining  kind  that  are,  somehow 
or  other,  so  prone  to  creep  in  when  the  contractile  tissues  be- 
come relaxed  and  habitually  flabby.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 
SCHOOL. 

Mk.  J.  (>.  Tii-tany,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Reports  on  the  condition  of  Attleboro  High  School  have 
for  a few  years  been  more  noticeable  for  their  brevity  than  on 
account  of  any  other  particular  feature.  The  year  just  past 
completes  the  second  year  of  my  service  as  principal  of  your 
school.  During  even  so  short  a time  as  this,  one  can  accom- 
plish something  toward  building  up  a system  that  recommends 
itself  to  his  judgment  of  the  needs  of  the  situation,  and  can 
form  pretty  definite  ideas  of  the  improvements  that  are  still 
demanded.  For  these  and  for  other  reasons  that  the  logic  of 
events  will  develop  I beg  your  consideration  of  a somewhat 
extended  account  of  our  status  as  a school.  Under  the  circum- 
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stances  I feel  more  free  to  declare  what  in  my  opinion  are  the- 
needs  of  the  school,  than  I could  if  my  motive  were  to  be 
probably  considered  in  any  degree  a personal  one. 

Since  April,  1898,  the  beginning  of  the  common  school 
year,  one  hundred  sixty-two  pupils  have  been  enrolled  upon 
our  registers.  The  largest  attendance  for  any  term  was  during 
the  fall,  when  one  hundred  twenty-six  were  assigned  to  classes. 
January  2,  1899,  we  numbered  one  hundred  twenty-one  pupils. 

Owing  to  accident,  design,  or  the  workings  of  evolution, 
the  course  of  study  had,  during  the  year  1897,  fallen  into  an 
indefiniteness  not  wholly  satisfactory,  so  that,  as  the  record 
will  show,  a second  }'ear  class  not  desiring  French,  Latin  or 
Greek,  was  limited  to  the  study  of  Geometry,  Ancient  History, 
some  English,  and  mythology.  This  is  cited  merely  as  an 
illustration  of  the  vagueness  of  purpose,  or  entire  absence  of 
aim,  our  course  of  study,  as  pursued,  had  assumed.  In  1897 
the  school  committee  authorized  as  an  experiment  the  adop- 
tion of  a definite  and  more  liberal  arrangement  of  studies. 

I trust  they  will  soon  adopt  permanently  a course  of  study 
modeled  upon  the  courses  of  our  best  high  schools,  and  I urge 
that  they  have  this  printed  in  durable  form  as  a guide  to  con- 
tinuous, rational  and  systematic  work.  Teachers  may  come 
and  go,  but  the  school  is  an  established  institution  that  should 
not  veer  with  every  wind  of  doctrine. 

During  the  two  years  of  my  labor  here  the  classes  have 
been  gradually  settled  upon  the  plan  of  work  that  was  tempo 
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rarily  adopted  in  1897,  and  now,  or  next  June  each  scholar 
knows  exactly  where  he  stands  with  reference  to  the  comple- 
tion of  the  studies  prescribed  for  High  School  pupils  and  his 
title  to  a diploma. 

In  January,  1889,  ten  years  ago,  there  were  enrolled  in 
the  High  School  fifty-five  pupils.  Today  we  number  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one ; our  school  has  more  than  doubled  in 
numbers.  Then  the  teaching  force  comprised  a principal  and 
two  woman  assistants.  Today,  a principal,  submaster  and 
two  woman  assistants  instruct  one  hundred  and  twenty-one 
pupils.  Then  instruction  was  given  in  seventeen  well-defined 
classes ; today  in  twenty-four.  And,  owing  to  the  size  of  the 
* entering  class,  two  divisions  of  that  class  are  necessary,  so 
that  we  are  hearing  the  recitations  of  practically  twenty-eight 
classes.  With  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  pupils  and  twenty- 
eight  classes  to  attend  to,  four  teachers  are  expected  to  do 
better  work  than  three  teachers  did,  with  fifty-five  pupils  and 
seventeen  classes.  The  inevitable  result  is  that  the  teachers 
are  unable  to  do  much  that  they  see  all  too  plainly  is  of  first 
importance.  Much  is  unavoidably  left  undone,  and  many  a 
parent  is  saddened  by  the  failure  of  a son  or  a daughter,  who 
might  have  won  credit  had  there  been  in  the  school  a sufficient- 
ly large  teaching  force.  Now  are  we  behind  the  rest  of  the 
State  in  the  number  of  teachers  for  a school  of  the  size  ours 
has  attained? 
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From  the  statistics  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  I 
have  selected  the  reports  of  fort}’- four  schools  that  are  nearest 
like  ours  in  point  of  numbers,  and  find  that  the  average 
number  of  teachers  per  school  is  five  and  a half.  This  is  not 
in  the  schools  of  our  great  cities,  but  in  the  village  schools, 
and  schools  of  the  smallest  cities. 

You  know,  Mr.  Superintendent,  the  amount  of  money 
•expended  for  our  High  School  support.  Has  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  High  School  been  increased  120  per  cent,  since 
1880?  1 do  not  ask  whether  the  Town  has  raised  a certain  or 

sufficient  amount  for  the  support  of  schools,  but  whether  the 
sum  expended  for  instruction  in  the  High  School  has  been  in- 
creased in  the  ratio  that  the  sum  expended  for  instruction  in 
our  common  schools  has  been  increased  in  the  ten  years.  I 
wish  that  your  report  to  the  School  Committee  might  empha- 
size our  need,  to  the  end  that  they  may  distribute  the  money 
raised  for  the  support  of  our  schools,  in  such  a manner  as  to 
be  most  advantageous  to  the  choicest  portion,  of  the  youth  of 
Attleboro,  those  who  complete  the  course  of  study  prescribed 
for  the  High  School. 

The  method  of  admission  from  the  grammar  school  has 
been  too  lax  in  the  past,  but  I am  persuaded  that  we  may  hope 
for  better  preparation  there.  Of  the  entering  classes  for  the 
last  few  years  altogether  too  large  a portion  have  been  un- 
fitted to  take  up  High  School  studies.  Nearly  one-third  of  our 
present  first  year  class  have  shown  themselves  unable  to  do 
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our  regular  work,  and  are  now  in  our  ninth  grade,  or  sub- 
freshman class.  We  should  have  teachers  enough  so  that 
these  pupils  need  not  be  forced  out  of  the  school,  but  carefully 
instructed  for  five  years,  since  they  cannot  do  the  work  in  four. 

I wish  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  immediate  and 
pressing  needs  of  the  school  as  I see  them. 

There  should  be  added  to  the  High  School  building  a wing 
to  contain  two  rooms.  In  the  upper  story  a room  should  be 
furnished  for  the  accommodation  of  classes  in  drawing,  and 
on  the  lower  floor  a mathematics  recitation  room. 

Kach  of  these  demands  an  arrangement  of  windows  and 
blackboards  that  is  impossible  in  our  present  house,  where,  as 
a matter  of  fact,  there  is  not  in  either  of  the  main  rooms  of 
the  school  a blackboard  so  situated,  with  reference  to  light  or 
the  teacher’s  desk,  as  to  be  anything  but  harmful  to  the  eye- 
sight of  pupils  or  teachers. 

Further,  in  the  corps  of  instruction,  we  should  support  a 
principal,  a man  of  culture  and  acquirements,  qualified  for  any 
work.  And  it  would  be  just  as  reasonable  for  the  superinten- 
dent of  a room  in  one  of  our  factories  to.be  occupied  every 
moment  of  the  day  at  a machine,  or  his  bench,  while  one  hun- 
dred twenty-one  employes  directed  their  own  efforts,  as  to  re- 
quire your  principal  to  have  charge  of  recitations  every  period 
of  each  day,  as  is  now  the  plan. 

A submaster  should  have  charge  of  the  second  assembly 
room,  as  is  now  the  case,  but  he  should  not  be  overloaded 
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with  work,  having  all  a man  can  do  well  if  he  teaches  two  sub- 
jects, like  mathematics  and  Greek.  We  should  have  a man 
devoted  wholly  to  science  work,  and  two  women,  such  as  we 
have  now,  one  enthusiastic  and  able  in  opening  to  the  child 
mind  the  wealth  of  the  mother  tongue,  the  other  a competent 
instructor  in  the  modern  languages  and  history.  Thus  equipped, 
it  would  be  impossible,  humanly  speaking,  for  our  school  to 
fall  back  to  a low  level ; but  it  would  maintain  the  enviable 
position  in  the  eyes  of  advanced  instructors  that  its  last  year’s 
class  have  gained  for  it  by  their  work  in  college  the  past  fall. 

I am  aware  that  there  are  men  in  town  who  can  recall  the 
days  when  the  classically-columued  academy  was  all-sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  Attleboro  pupils.  But  inferences  drawn  from 
ancient  history  to  cry  down  our  needs  are  forces  which  only 
retard  true  progress.  That  our  ancestors  scratched  the  ground 
with  a crooked  stick  does  not  stop  the  sale  of  modern  plows. 

If  my  argument  from  schools  of  the  State  seems  too 
remote,  I would  recommend  consideration  of  what  our  sister 
town,  North  Attleboro,  is  doing  for  the  less  than  seventy 
pupils  that  compose  her  high  school.  In  that  little  village  three 
men  and  one  woman  are  the  teachers  allotted  to  a high  school 
of  less  than  seventy  pupils.  We  have  the  same  number  of 
teachers  for  practically  twice  as  many  scholars.  I urge  a long 
step  forward,  you  may  say,  but  I am  confident  the  step,  once 
taken,  will  carry  our  school  to  a position  among  the  few  insti- 
tutions to  which  the  thinking  portion  of  our  community  might 
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point  with  pride.  In  closing  let  me  state  that  it  is  a matter  of 
deep  regret  with  the  teachers  that  so  few  of  the  citizens  ever 
avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  to  gain  at  first  hand  the 
subject  matter  of  their  criticisms. 

One  of  the  clergy,  and — I will  not  state  how  few  of  the 
parents  of  pupils,  have  visited  us  during  the  year.  A notable 
exception  to  the  general  apathy  was  evidenced  by  Major  Ever- 
ett S.  Horton,  who  presented  the  school  with  a beautiful  pic- 
ture of  Washington,  and  by  Charles  E.  Bliss,  chairman  of  the 
school  committee,  who  at  the  same  time  hung  upon  our  walls 
as  a companion  piece,  the  likeness  of  our  martyred  Lincoln. 
A more  general  interest  would  put  an  end  to  all  pleading  for 
money  for  the  education  of  our  young  men  and  maidents.

Dear  Sik  : In  accordance  with  the  custom,  the  following 
is  submitted  as  a report  of  the  Sanford  Street  Grammar  School 
from  September  5,  1898,  to  December  31,  1898. 

The  total  enrolment  is  132. 

The  average  membership  is  126.93. 

The  average  attendance  is  122.62. 

The  per  cent,  of  attendance  based  on  the  average  mem- 
bership is  96.6. 
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The  enrolment  for  room  1,  grade  8,  is  65. 

The  enrolment  for  room  2.  grade  7.  is  67. 

Each  grade  is  divided  into  three  sections. 

The  departmental  plan  of  work  has  been  followed  to  some 
extent.  Miss  Rhoda  C.  .Slate  having  charge  of  the  work  in  his- 
tory, and  the  Principal  of  the  work  in  arithmetic. 

Two  sets  of  supplementary  readers.  Longfellow's.  Miles 
S land  and  vang 

for  grade  8.  and  the  new  ScuddeTs  History  introduced  for 
grade  7. 

We  are  glad  to  have  added  to  our  rooms  two  attractive 
pictures.  The  one  given  to  room  2 is  a carbon  print  of 
.Joan  of  Arc  by  Bastlen  Lepage,  and  that  given  to  room  1 is  a 
platinum  type  of  Golden  Stairs,  by  Edward  Burne-Jones,  in 
memoriam  of  Edward  Walker. 

In  this  connection  I would  recommend  that  the  desks  in 
rooms  1 and  2 be  renovated,  and  that  a picture  moulding  be 
placed  around  each  room. 

In  closing  this  brief  report  permit  me  to  gratefully  ac- 
knowledge the  kindly  help  and  co-operation  of  those  connected 
with  the  work  and  the  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HEBRONVILLE  SCHOOL* 

Mr.  .T.  O.  Tiffany,  Superintendent, 

Dear  Sir  : I desire  to  present  the  following  as  my  third 
annual  report  of  the  Hebron  Grammer  School: 

We  have  enrolled  during  the  year  about  225  pupils. 

That  the  average  membership  is  considerably  less,  shows  the 
frequent  removals  that  occur.  This  is  one  of  the  discouraging 
features  of  the  work  here. 

A large  proportion  of  our  pupils  never  pass  much  beyond 
the  primary  grades.  'Whatever  of  benefit  they  are  to  receive, 
must  be  given  early  in  the  school  course.  It  is  fortunate  that 
we  have  such  efficient  teachers  in  the  lower  grades. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  next  term,  the  fifth  grade  will  be 
placed  in  the  room  with  the  other  grammar  grades,  thus  reliev- 
ing the  first  primary  room  which  has  been  overcrowded. 

During  the  summer  recess  the  building  received  needed 
repairs  and  kalsomining. 

The  kindergarten  has  finished  its  first  year  of  successful 
work.  The  good  judgment  of  those  who  favored  its  introduc- 
tion is  proved  by  the  marked  success  with  which  it  has  been 
carried  on. 

As  a result  of  the  vigorous  efforts  of  our  truant  officer, 
truancy  has  been  kept  down  to  the  lowest  possible  mark;  and 
so  well  has  the  new  school  attendance  law  been  enforced,  the 
per  cent  attendance  is  much  higher  than  for  many  years  past. 

We  have  received  much  help  and  clearer  ideas  for  the  work 
in  geography  from  the  44  talks  ” in  the  grade  meetings  this  fall. 

The  confidence  and  respect  that  exist  between  parents 
and  teachers  is  most  gratifying  and  helpful. 

I wish  to  voice  the  feeling  of  the  people  by  thanking  the 
school  officials  for  the  ready  response  which  has  met  requests 
for  better  school  facilities  in  this  section.

The  work  of  the  truant  officer  has  been  to  a great  extent 
practically  the  same  as  in  former  years,  although,  as  our  town 
grows,  there  is  quite  an  increase  in  numbers  in  our  schools, 
and  this  adds  to  the  number  of  absences  to  be  investigated. 
The  record  of  truancy,  as  shown  by  the  above  numerical  state- 
ment, is  certainly  most  encouraging. 

The  factories  of  Attleboro  are  very  free  from  child  labor, 
that  is  of  those  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  The  truant  officer 
has  given  much  time  to  investigate  this  matter,  and  only  three 
cases  have  been  found  during  the  whole  year  of  children  work- 
ing without  certificates. 

The  truant  officer  desires  to  return  his  thanks  to  the  super- 
intendent and  school  board  for  their  hearty  support  and  assist- 
ance during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  Tiik  Citizens  of  Attleboro  : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submits  its 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1898  : 

As  in  former  years  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Water  Works  and  Water  Registrar,  the  pumping  statistics  and 
copies  of  the  analysis  of  samples  of  water  from  the  well  ac- 
company this  report. 

Extensions  of  pipe  were  made  as  itemized  in  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent.  The  laying  of  the  ten  inch  and  eight 
inch  pipes  on  Mill  street  and  Railroad  avenue  proved  to  have 
been  authorized  by  the  town  none  too  soon  for  use  in  the 
great  lire  of  May  18th. 

The  amount  of  water  used  at  this  fire  was  over  a million 
gallons,  equal  to  double  the  capacity  of  the  stand  pipe  and 
sufficient  to  cover  the  area  occupied  by  the  buildings  which 
were  destroyed  to  a depth  of  five  feet. 
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This  amount  of  water  was  all  pumped  with  one  pump,  the 

_ s was 

built.  It  was  necessary,  however,  to  run  it  at  double  its 
rated  capacity  and  we  believe  the  town  should  have  a new 
lelivering  not  less  than  two  thousand  gallons 
per  minute.  From  the  report  *>f  the  Superintendent  it  will  be 
seen  that  it  will  be  economy  to  purchase  a high  duty  vertical 
pump  at  an  estimated  cost  of  not  over  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

As  we  are  now  situated  in  case  of  accident  to  the  Desfne 
pump  or  in  case  repairs  were  being  made  upon  it  the  second 
pump  at  the  station,  the  Blake  pump,  would  be  capable  of 
pumping  but  little,  if  any,  more  water  than  is  used  during 
some  hours  of  the  day  for  domestic  consumption. 

A large  amount  of  money  has  been  expended  in  furnish- 
ing street  mains  of  _ size,  ; ts,  lose  and  apparatus 
for  the  fire  department,  but  all  these  are  useless  in  <*a^e  of  fire 
unless  they  are  supplied  with  plenty  of  water  under  a good 
pressure. 

I*  is  customary  as  well  as  prudent  to  have  all  the  import- 
ant parts  of  a water  works  plant  in  duplicate  in  order  that  in 
case  of  accident  to  one  piece  of  machinery  the  entire  efficiency 
of  the  works  may  not  be  crippled.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  a suitable  pump  be  added  at  the  pumping  station. 

Beginning  in  January.  1898,  an  assistant  engineer  was 
employed  at  the  station  permanently.  The  Board  believed 
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that  the  pumping  station  should  never  he  without  an  engineer 
on  the  premises,  and  under  the  present  arrangement  such  is 
the  case  while  we  are  also  enabled  to  arrange  the  work  so  that 
there  is  never  more  than  fifteen  feet  of  water  out  of  the  stand 
pipe  at  any  time  and  the  assistant  engineer  runs  the  pump  in 
the  evening  so  as  to  leave  the  stand  pipe  full  at  ten  o’clock 
each  night, 

Private  telephone  lines  connect  the  pumping  station  with 
( )rr’s  factory  and  three  houses  in  the  village  of  South  Attle- 
boro, so  that  assistance  can  be  readily  called  night  or  day. 

During  the  warm  months  of  the  summer  a considerable 
amount  of  complaint  was  heard  in  regard  to  the  water  being 
rusty.  As  the  ground  becomes  warm  during  the  summer 
there  is  always  a tendency  for  water  in  the  dead  ends  to  be- 
come foul  and  these  dead  (?nds  have  been  Hushed  at  least  once 
a week  from  April  to  November.  During  the  past  summer 
however,  the  water  was  found  at  times  to  be  red  from  iron 
rust  at  houses  on  some  of  the  street  where  there  is  a good 
circulation  of  the  water  in  the  street  mains. 

The  attention  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  called  to 
this  matter  and  they  are  making  a careful  examination  and 
experiments  with  a view  to  getting  rid  of  this  trouble.  We 
arc  informed  by  them  that  there  is  no  iron  in  the  water  at  the 
well  and  analysis  of  water  from  the  well  indicate  that  the 
quality  of  the  water  is  one  of  the  purest  in  the  state. 
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The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  State 
Board  of  Health  on  Jan.  25,  1899,  as  this  report  was  about  to 
go  to  the  printer  and  we  add  the  same  to  our  report.  it  will 
be  found  to  furnish  a clear  statement  of  the  conditions  which 
at  times  produce  this  iron  rust  and  gives  the  conclusions  drawn 
from  the  experiments  which  have  been  made  during  the  past 
year.  Further  investigations  are  being  made  as  suggested  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health : 


Office  of  State  Board  of  Health,  [ 
State  House,  Boston,  January  24,  1899.  j 

To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Attleboro: 
Gentlemen  : The  State  Board  of  Health  received  from 
you  on  December  19,  1898,  a communication  requesting  from 
this  board  such  recommendations  as  it  is  able  to  make  at  the 
present  time  as  the  result  of  the  studies  which  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year  with  a view  to  eliminating  the  iron  from 
the  public  water  supply  of  the  town. 

Since  receiving  your  application  for  advice  as  to  some 
method  by  which  the  rusty  appearance  of  the  water  in  the  dis- 
tributing system  of  the  town  of  Attleboro  might  be  remedied, 
the  Board  has  caused  an  investigation  to  be  made  to  determine 
the  condition  of  the  water  and  the  cause  of  the  presence  of 
iron  therein,  and  if  possible  to  discover  some  suitable  method 
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of  preventing  trouble  from  this  cause.  In  the  course  of  these 
investigations  several  experiments  have  been  made,  with  the 
* assistance  of  your  Board,  upon  various  methods  of  treating 
water. 

Analyses  of  water  supplied  to  the  town  of  Attleborough 
from  the  well  near  the  Seven  Mile  River  have  been  made  regu- 
larly by  this  Board  about  once  each  month  since  the  well  was 
completed,  and  the  results  show  that  the  quality  remains  about 
the  same  as  in  the  beginning.  The  water  is  clear,  nearly 
colorless,  and  almost  always  odorless.  It  is  also  soft,  and 
contains  but  little  organic  matter,  and  as  drawn  from  the  well 
it  is  of  excellent  quality  for  drinking  and  other  domestic  uses. 

It  has  been  found,  however,  that  the  water  in  the  pipes  in 
various  parts  of  the  system  contains  an  excessive  amount  of 
iron,  and  since  the  quantity  of  iron  present  in  the  water  of  the 
well  has  always  been  insignificant,  so  far  as  is  shown  by  the 
chemical  analyses,  it  is  evident  that  the  water  takes  up  iron 
from  the  pipes  in  its  passage  through  them. 

Further  examination  of  the  water  of  the  well  lias  shown 
that  it  contains  carbonic  acid  gas  in  large  quantities,  and  a 
considerable  quantity  of  dissolved  oxygen.  Our  investigation 
of  this  and  other  water  supplies,  and  experiments  conducted  in 
the  laboratory  have  shown  that  some  waters  in  which  these 
substances  are  present  will  attack  the  metal  of  pipes  through 
which  the  water  is  conveyed,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  corro- 
sive action  of  the  Attleborough  water  upon  the  pipes  through 
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which  it  is  conveyed  is  caused  by  the  presence  of  one  or  both 
of  these  substances.  Various  means  of  preventing  the  water 
from  attacking  the  pipes  have  been  tried,  one  of  which  was  to  ’ 
remove  the  carbonic  acid  gas  by  aeration,  but  the  quantity  of 
oxyneu  that  remained  in  the  water  was  such  as  to  cause 
the  water  to  attack  the  pipes  and  while  the  quantity  of 
iron  that  would  be  taken  from  the  pipes  in  this  way  might  Ik* 
smailer  than  under  the  present  conditions,  the  water  would, 
nevertheless,  be  liable  to  continue  to  be  objectionable  for  many 
purposes. 

The  effect  of  adding  lime  to  the  water  has  also  been 
tried,  but  our  investigations  have  not  been  carried  far  enough 
to  determine  definitely  what  results  can  be  obtained  in  this 
way.  The  only  recommendation  that  the  Board  can  make  at 
the  present  time  is  that  the  investigation  be  continued,  since 
the  water  is  of  excellent  quality  for  domestic  uses  and  would 
not  be  objectionable  in  any  way.  were  it  not  for  the  presence 
of  iron  in  excessive  quantity  in  the  distributing  system. 

It  is  possble  that  further  investigations  might  show  the 
•source  from  which  comes  the  carbonic  acid  which  enters  the 
well  and  it  may  be  practicable  to  neutralize  its  influence  with- 
out affecting  unfavorably  the  quality  of  the  water  of  the  well. 
In  continuing  the  investigation,  it  appears  to  be  of  much  im- 
portance to  examine  the  condition  of  the  water  in  the  ground 
'about' the  well  and  it  is  suggested  that  a»  the  next  step  in  the 
investigation  you  cause  test  well*  to  be  driven  in  the  region 
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about  the  well  in  order  to  make  it  practicable  to  examine  the 
water  and  determine  if  possible  the  source  from  which  the  car- 
bonic acid  gas  comes,  and  whether  its  entrance  into  the  well 
can  be  prevented  or  its  effect  neutralized  in  any  way.  The 
Board  will  continue  to  co-operate  with  you  in  these  investiga- 
tions and  will  make  all  necessary  analyses  and  will  give  you 
further  advice  in  the  matter  when  the  results  of  further  inves- 
tigations are  available.

At  the  annual  town  meeting  the  commissioners  were  in- 
structed to  dispose  of  the  old  water  tank  if  it  could  be  done 
without  expense  to  the  town.  We  accordingly  advertised  it 
for  sale  in  .Attleboro  and  Providence  papers.  We  received 
but  one  bid,  that  being  from  a Providence  party  offering 
thirty-five  dollars  (Son)  for  it.  We  accepted  the  bid,  requir- 
ing also  that  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  should  be  deposited 
with  us  to  ensure  the  clearing  up  of  the  ground  after  the  tank 
and  brickwork  had  been  removed.  The  number  of  meters, 
hydrants,  services  and  gates  connected  with  the  system  having 
become  so  large  that  it  was  considered  advisable  to  employ  an 
assistant  and  have  all  repairs  upon  them  done  by  the  depart- 
ment as  in  other  towns,  and  therefore  Mr.  Win.  .).  Stone  was 
employed  for  this  position.  In  the  report  of  the  superinten- 
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dent  will  be  found  a recommendation  to  replace  cement  lined 
pipes  with  cast  iron  pipes  of  larger  sizes  on  Pine,  Dunham, 
Park,  Mechanic,  and  Hodges  streets  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$3,840.00  We  believe  this  work  should  be  done  this  year  for 
the  reasons  stated  in  the  superintendent's  report.  The  town 
cannot  afford  to  allow  the  new  factory  of  Mr.  D.  E.  Makepeace 
to  be  without  proper  fire  protection  by  delaying  this  work, 
which  must  be  done  eventually.

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During  the  year  the  last  claim  for  damages  on  account  of 
taking  of  land  around  Orr’s  Pond  was  settled,  a deed  from  the 
owner  of  the  land,  George  Brown,  having  been  delivered  to 
the  town  the  parties  accepting  the  amount  allowed  by  the 
commissioners. 

In  the  latter  part  of  December  bids  were  requested 
for  the  bonds  authorized  by  the  town  to  the  amount 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
refunding  outstanding  bonds  of  like  amount.  The  new  bonds 
to  run  twenty  years  making  them  payable  at  the  same  time  the 
old  bonds  would  have  become  due.  By  this  act  of  refunding 
the  old  bonds  a premium  of  twenty  six  hundred  dollars  ($2,- 
000.00  was  realized  which  has  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
sinking  fund  as  required  by  law. 

There  are  also  outstanding  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($18,000.00)  which  may  be  refund- 
ed in  the  same  manner  January.  1,  1901. 

In  October,  1898,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  Water  Com- 
missioners, Mr.  Wm.  J.  Luther  resigned  the  position  of  Regis- 
trar and  Superintendent  of  the  water  works  to  accept  a posi- 
tion with  the  Attleboro  Gas  Light  Co.  Mr.  L.  Z.  Carpenter 
was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Registrar  and  Superintendent 
of  the  water  works.

iron  pipe. 

Early  in  May  the  work  of  laying  larger  sized  cast  iron 
pipes  on  31  ill  street  and  Railroad  avenue  for  the  protection  of 
the  shops  was  begun  by  first  laying  a twelve  inch  pipe  from 
South  Main  street  to  Union  street. 
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An  eight  inch  pipe  was  then  laid  on  the  east  side  of  the 
railroad  in  frout  of  the  shops  from  Mill  sereet  to  Bailey  street, 
thence  across  the  railroad  to  Railroad  avenue  near  the  store  of 
Mr.  G.  A.  Sweeney  and  thence  up  Railroad  avenue  to  Park 
street. 

On  the  morning  of  May  17th,  the  pipe  laying  had  reached 
a point  nearly  opposite  the  market  of  Mr.  Seneca  Cole,  the 
pipe  then  being  of  no  use  in  case  of  lire.  By  seven  p.  m.  of 
the  same  day  the  pipe  laying  had  reached  the  south  line  of 
Park  street,  a gate  having  been  placed  upon  the  end  of  the 
pipe  and  also  another  gate  on  the  fire  supply  pipe  for  Horton 
Block.  As  this  gate  was  not  held  in  place  by  any  pipe  be- 
yond the  same,  it  was  considered  dangerous  to  turn  the  full 
pressure  upon  the  pipe  because  in  case  of  lire  in  any  other 
part  of  the  town  the  gate  would  probably  have  been  forced  off 
when  direct  pressure  of  100  lbs.  per  square  inch  was  applied 
to  the  pipes,  Besides  the  cement  lined  pipe  on  Railroad 
Avenue  and  in  front  of  the  shops  still  had  the  full  pressure 
upon  it. 

Shortly  after  midnight  on  the  morning  of  the  18th,  the 
alarm  was  heard  for  the  great  tire  which  destro}Ted  so  many 
factories  and  adjoining  property.  It  at  once  became  evident 
that  the  new  main  near  the  shops  would  be  needed  if  the  fire 
was  to  be  stopped.  The  gate  was  accordingly  opened  which 
let  the  water  into  this  pipe  from  Mill  street.  A few  minutes 
after  it  was  opened  it  could  not  have  been  reached  on  account 
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of  the  intense  heat  from  the  Watch  Case  shop.  Several 
streams  were  thus  rendered  available  from  the  new  hydrant 
near  the  Steam  Power  Pudding  and  I am  informed  by  the 
chief  engineer  of  the  tire  department  that  without  these 
streams  the  tire  certainly  could  not  have  been  checked  when  it 
was.  Undoubtedly  the  great  flow  of  water  which  was  kept  up 
continually,  served  to  relieve  the  gate  on  the  end  of  the  pipe 
from  any  undue  strain  or  water  hammer  so  that  it  remained  in 
place. 

To  those  who  have  seen  how  easily  the  cement  lined  pipes 
are  broken  opeir,  the  pressure  lost,  and  the  supply  wasted,  it 
became  terribly  evident  that  at  any  moment  the  town  might  be 
at  the  mercy  of  the  tire  with  the  entire  supply  of  water  run- 
ning to  waste  at  some  remote  point.  At  the  pumping  station 
at  South  Attleboro  the  Deane  pump  was  kept  running  at  a rate 
more  than  double  its  rated  capacity. 

The  chief  engineer  states  that  from  eighteen  to  twenty- 
two  streams  were  in  use,  one  of  which  was  an  open  butt. 
How  the  pressure  was  kept  up  on  so  many  streams  seems  in- 
credible. Fifteen  streams  having  three-quarter  inch  nozzles 
and  140  feet  head  at  the  nozzle  would  require  2000  gallons 
per  minute.  The  rated  capacity  of  the  pump  is  about  1000 
gallons  per  minute.  A few  years  ago,  at  the  time  of  the  trial 
between  the  Worthington  and  the  Blake  pumps,  each  pump 
was  considered  as  doing  its  best  if  six  streams  were  maintained, 
and  when  the  seventh  was  thrown  by  one  of  the  pumps  it  was 
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considered  that  the  limit  had  been  reached,  and  it  probably 
had  been.  In  case  of  a break  in  the  Deane  pump  we  should 
have  had  to  have  fallen  back  on  the  Blake  pump,  with  the 
possibility  that  perhaps  some  help  could  have  been  received 
from  the  Worthington  pump,  which  has  always  been  kept  in 
connection  with  the  works  at  Bushee’s  shop.  But  few  streams 
could  have  been  thrown  by  the  Worthington  pump,  however, 
unless  both  boilers  had  been  running  to  supply  steam  for  it, 
All  these  facts  show  that  prudence  requires  that  another  pump 
be  installed  at  the  pumping  station  having  a maximum  capacity 
equal  to  the  greatest  amount  of  water  used  at  the  lire. 

The  natural  conditions  at  the  pumping  station  indicate 
that  a vertical  pump  would  be  the  best  style  to  have,  while  the 
economy  to  be  derived  from  a high  duty  pump  will  warrant  the 
investment  of  the  increased  cost.  Such  a pump  could  be  con- 
tracted for  under  a guarantee  of  the  makers  that  it  would 
develop  a duty  of  100,000,000  foot  pounds,  and  under  ordinary 
every  day  runs  it  would  show'  a duty  of  80,000,000  foot  pounds 
where  the  Deane  pump  develops  a duty  of  40,000,000  foot 
pounds.  This  means  that  just  one-half  of  the  coal  bill  would 
be  saved  in  the  case  of  the  high  duty  pump.  Below  will  be 
found  a comparison  of  the  cost  of  coal  in  case  the  water  used 
in  1807  had  been  pumped  by  the  different  pumps  owned  by 
the  department  and  the  cost  in  case  a high  duty  pump  had 
been  used.

A suitable  high  duty  pump  could  be  purchased  at  a cost, 
including  foundations  and  all  connections,  for  something  less 
than  $15,000. 

The  difference  between  the  cost  of  a duplicate  of  the  Deane 
pump  now  in  use  and  such  a high  duty  pump  would  be  about 
$8,000,  but  by  the  comparison  in  the  first  table  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  saving  in  the  cost  of  coal  by  using  the  high  duty  pump 
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will  be  $448.20  on  the  basis  of  the  amount  pumped  in  1897. 
This  will  pay  the  interest  on  $11,200  at  four  per  cent  while  the 
saving  shown  in  the  second  table  will  be  $672.30,  a sum  sufti- 
cient  to  pay  the  interest  on  $16,8w0  at  four  per  cent,  or  more 
than  the  entire  cost  of  the  high  duty  pump,  while  the  high 
duty  pump  will  have  a capaeiiy  nearly  double  that  of  the 
Deane  pump  now  in  use. 

During  the  summer  a check  valve  was  placed  on  the  con- 
nection to  the  stand  pipe  in  a by  pass  so  that  in  case  of  fire 
the  gate  in  the  pipe  which  supplies  the  tank  can  be  closed  at 
once  while  the  pressure  from  the  tank  is  maintained  through 
the  by  pass.  As  soon  as  the  pumps  at  the  pumping  station 
are  started,  however,  the  check  valve  closes  automatically  and 
the  pressure  runs  up  to  such  a height  as  may  be  desired.  In 
case  of  a break  in  the  pump,  so  that  the  pressure  begins  to 
fall,  the  check  valve  again  opens  from  tank  pressure  and  the 
supply  at  the  tank  is  in  use  again.  This  has  proven  to  be  an 
excellent  safeguard  besides  saving  time  in  closing  the  gate  and 
getting  direct  pressure  on  the  pipes  as  it  was  not  possible  here- 
tofore to.  close  the  gate  to  the  tank  without  first  telephoning 
or  receiving  a signal  from  the  engineer  at  the  pumping  station 
as  in  case  the  pumps  were  not  running  there  would  have  been 
no  pressure. 

In  October,  when  the  twelve-inch  pipe  was  laid  on  ISorth 
Main  street  to  the  factory  of  R.  F.  Simmons  A Co.,  a con- 
nection was  made  so  that  in  case  of  emergency  a supply  of 
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four  fire  streams  can  be  obtained  from  the  lire  pump  in  their 
engine  room.  Such  connections,  while  desirable,  are  uncer- 
tain factors  to  depend  upon,  however. 

By  laying  the  pipes  during  the  past,  year  on  North  Main 
and  Fourth  streets  good  fire  protection  has  been  furnished  for 
all  the  shops  in  the  village.  Tn  the  case  of  the  new  shop  on  the 
corner  of  Dunham  and  Pine  streets,  which  is  being  built  by 
Mr.  Makepeace,  I would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  but  a six-inch  cement  lined  pipe  on  Pine  street,  while 
on  Dunham  street,  between  Pine  and  Union  steeets,  the  pipe 
is  but  a four-inch  cement  lined  pipe.  I would  recommend 
that  eight-inch  cast  iron  pipe  be  laid  on  Dunham  street  from 
Union  street  to  Pine  street  and  on  Pine  street  from  Park  to 
Pearl  street,  and  a ten-inch  iron  pipe  on  Park  street  from 
Union  street  to  Park  avenue.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  work, 
including  gates,  hydrants,  and  reconnecting  the  house  service, 
is  as  follows :

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If  the  cement-lined  pipes  on  Mechanic  and  Hodges  streets 
are  also  replaced  with  cast  iron  pipes  there  will  be  no  cement- 
lined  pipes  nearer  the  force  main  than  the  streets  east  of  North 
Main  street.  The  more  remote  the  cement-lined  pipes  are 
from  the  force  main  the  less  serious  the  loss  of  pressure  will  be 
from  a break  in  such  pipes. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  during  1898  was 
357,688  gallons.  The  average  daily  consumption  for  the 
week  ending  Tuesday,  May  24,  1898,  was  533,874  gallons,  the 
tatal  amount  pumped  during  the  week  being  3,  737,120  gallons. 
On  Wednesday,  May  18,  1,459,800  gallons  were  pumped,  being 
the  greatest  amount  pumped  on  any  day  during  the  year.

WATER  ORDINANCES. 

Section  1.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  town  election,  choose  from  their 
number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a quorum  for  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
Water  Commissioners.  The  Commissioners  may  appoint  and 
remove  at  their  discretion  a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water 
Registrar,  a superintendent  and  such  employes  or  agents 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties. 
They  may  fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  emplo}Tes  and 
agents  subject  to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  town. 
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Section  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all  lands, 
structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  provided  for 
obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the  uses  of  the  town. 
They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  and  management  of  the 
uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of  such  works  and  structures, 
whether  newly  determined  upon  or  otherwise. 

Section  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possess  ed  by  the  town, 
and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  lawfully  controlled 
by  the  town,  and  they  may  exercise  all  rights  as  to  entry  upon 
and  passage  over  private  premises  which  now  are  or  may 
become  vested  in  the  town,  belonging  or  relating  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  water  works  and  supply  of  water. 

Section  1.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from  which 
a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof  may  not  be 
impaired. 


Section  b.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  as  once 
iii  each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and  claims 
incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecutions  of  their  duty  and  al 
claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before  payment  of 
the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 
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The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  they  shall  at  the  annual  town  meeting  make  a 
report  in  detail  to  the  town  of  their  official  acts  and  doings  for 
the  year  preceeding,  with  estimates  of  expenditures  and  re- 
ceipts for  the  year  succeeding,  and  such  suggestions  and  rec- 
ommendations as  may  seem  to  them  for  the  benefit  of  the 
town. 

Section  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper  ar- 
rangements for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use  at  fires, 
and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient  and  suitable 
manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with  the  Selectmen,  ar- 
range for  such  supply  of  water  as  may  be  required  for  operat- 
ing any  public  fountains,  or  ornamental  public  water  works, 
for  Hushing  and  cleansing  public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprink- 
liug  streets,  and  for  any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that  of 
ordinary  water  takers. 

Section  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive 
-charge  of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations  and  rates 
as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Section  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 

hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regulations 
and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by  the  Water 
Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceeding  section,  shall  be 
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considered  a part  of  the  contract  with  every  person  who  takes 
the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking  shall  be  considered  as  ex- 
pressing assent  on  the  part  of  the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or  more 
parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  'same  pipe,  the 
water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again,  except  by  order  of 
the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment  of  one  dollar,  and  in  case 
of  such  violation,  any  payment  made  for  the  water  by  the 
person  committing  such  violation,  shall  be  forfeited. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  Applications  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made  in 
writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the  prescribed 
form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use  to  which  it  is 
to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not  entitled 
to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected  from 
frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held  liable  for  all 
damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do  so.  They  shall 
provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be  properly  located  inside 
the  building,  and  have  the  pipes  so  arranged  that  the  water 
can  be  drawn  from  them  whenever  there  is  danger  of  its 
freezing. 
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They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water,  and 
shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures  to  prevent 
freezing,  and  there  shall  he  no  concealment  of  the  purpose 
for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  Xo  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes  or 
fixtures  inserted  by  tiie  town  except  by  persons  authorized  by 
the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  premises 
to  examine  the  apparatus,  the  quantity  of  water  used  and  the 
manner  of  its  use.  and  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any 
unnecessary  waste. 

o.  The  town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever  the 
Board  deems  it  ess:  ry  to  repair  the  w<  ks,  > shut 
off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 


6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 

agents  or  assistants  ter  the  premises  of  any  water  taker 

to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
cat  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rents  or  fines,  or  any 
violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any  other  necessary  pur- 
pose connected  with  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 

their  ses.  W n water  is  supplied  to  more  than  one 

taker  through  a single  service*  tin*  bill  may  he  made  either  to 
the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of  the  owner  to  the 
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tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment  the  water  may  be  shut 
off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more  takers  may  have  paid  their 
proportion  to  such  owner  or  the  town. 

<S.  A taker  may  be  required  at  an}7  time  to  attach  to  the 
service  pipes  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size,  when  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for  the  interest  of 
the  town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates  for  the  current  year 
shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  readings,  even  if  a bill  by  fix- 
ture rates  has  already  been  settled. 


Section  0,  All  service  pipes  and  stop  cocks  will  be  sup- 
plied and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the  di- 
rection and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water  taker 
and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

Section  10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent 
in  thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above- 
rules the  water  may  be  • shut  off.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 


Section  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of  January 
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and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific  supplies  or 
supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall  be  payable  in 
advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In  all  cases  where 
the  consumption  of  water  is  ascercained  by  meters,  any  excess 
of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be  payable  annually,  quarterly  or 
monthly,  as  may  be  required  by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for 
the  same  shall  be  due  when  rendered. 

Section  10.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  of  the  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without 
the  license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  83  nor  more  than  8*20  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  a trial  jnstice  or  court  having  jurisdiction  of  offenses 
arising  under  town  by-laws. 


AUDITORS'  REPORT. 


The  undersigned  auditors,  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  March,  1898,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  books  and  reports  of  the  various  departments,  namely. 
Water  Commissioners,  Registrar,  Commissioner  of  Sinking 
Fund,  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  Tax  Collectors,  School 
Committee,  Trustees  of  Public  Library,  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
and  find  that  their  books  and  reports  agree,  and  that  they 
agree  with  the  books  of  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Town  Treasurer’s  report  agrees  with  the  Selectmen’s 
orders,  and  also  to  amount  received  from  Collectors  of  Taxes 
and  other  sources.
